HE Reports on the External Commerce of Bengal have hitherto embraced a period of 

twelve months; viz. from the 1st June to the gist of May of the following year; 
but, in conformity with the instructions of the Honourable the Court of Directors, under 
date the roth July 1811, the present Report provides only for eleven months, or from the 
ist June 1811 to the goth April 1812. The Reporter, therefore, is necessarily precluded 
from entering with accurscy into the usual details on the comparative amount of Exports 
and Lnports, and generally on subjects connected therewith.

HE Secretary has the honour to lay before the Board of Trade, the Accounts of the 

External Commerce of The Peninsula, for the year 1811-12, framed upon the Reports 
which have been furnished by the Collectors of Sea Customs. The accoinpanying Siate- 
ment (marked A.) will be found to contain a general Abstract of Imports and Exports of 
all descriptions at the different Ports:—The Amount Value in cach district (with the per 
Centage thereon of Imports from beyond the territories subject to this Presideney, aud 
of Exports to places beyond those territories) is as follows :

The 
articles wax, salt, and cuir, compose the principal Exports to Calcutta, and rice to the 
Maldives ; consignments of indigo have been shipped on the Indiamen for the London 
market. It is to be observed, that the articles brought from Calcutta and the Maldive 
Islands have been exchanged for the Imports from those places respectively, The produce 
of the country, which forms part of the Exports, is waxgsalt, and indigo.

On a reference to the list of Imports at the first of these places, it will be perceived, that , 
“excepting small importations of rice and wheat from Bengal, the whole Trade, consisting of 
arrack, pepper and palomirahs, has been drawn from Ceylon, ‘Travancore, and Prince of Wates 
Island ; large supplies of piece goods have been exported to the Isle of France, and a small 
‘quantity of rum to Ceylon. : 


Cuddalore 
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Cuddalore exhibits a moré extensive Import Trade from the Eastward; the Articles are, 
betel nuts, pepper, and elephants. Its Exports, like those of Pondicherry, consist entirely 
of piece goods to prince of Walcs Island. 


Porto Novo, in like manner has furnished large supplies of piece goods for the Eastern 
markets; and in return, has imported betel nuts, pepper, benjamin, camphire, sugar, and 
elephants; rice trom Bengal and tobacco from Ceylon, form a limited part of this 
Trade. 





THE commereial intercourse of this small Settlement appears principally to be with the 
isle of Lrance, Prince of Wales Island, Ceylon and Batavia. Its Imports are small, and 
consist of supplies of arrack, braady, copper and palamerahs ; the Exports are piece goods. 





THE Register of the Trade of this District exhibitsa very extensive Export of piece goods 
to the Eastward, to the Isle of France, and America. The Imports from the Eastward, are 


- pepper, betel nuts, benjamin, sugar and gallingal ; from Bengal, borax, cummin seeds, ginger, 


fong pepper, wheat and sugar; from Ceylon, large supplics of betel nuts, palmirahs, 
arrack, chank and coffee; from Prince of Wales Island, pepper, betel nuts, camphire, iron 
and sugar; from America, iron and Madeira wine. The total value of the ‘Trade is noted in 
the margin. 





THE Imports of Ramnad are confined to supplies of betel nuts from Ceylon, and red silk 
cloths from Bengal; and to those places respectively have been exported, piece goods, 
cotton, and chank. The amount of the Trade is stated in the margin, 





OF this District, the Import Trade is entirely confined to large consignments of betelnut 
from Travancore and Coyote The Exports consist of piece goods to Bombay and Ceylon, 
and of chanks to Bengal.

THE whole of the Trade of this extensive Province, both Export and Import, appears, 
with a few exceptions, to be confined to Bombay, the Persian Gulph, and Guzerat. The 
Articles of Trade are enumerated in the accompanying Statements. The Imports consist 
of allum, asafoetida, cotton, piece goods, shawls, broad cloth, nankeen, rice, sugar, from 
Bengal and Bombay ; and coir and cocoa nuts from Travancore. ‘The Exports are more 
numerous and extensive; they are composed principally of coir, cocoa nuts, timber, rice, 
ghee, dry ginger, piece goods, cardavaums, pepper, ‘sandalwood, sapanwood, turmeric, 
arrow root, betel nuts, iron, kc. The total a He of the ‘Trade is noted in the margin, 
It must be observed, that the Account furnished by the Collector of Sea Customs, shews 
the Trade of the Province for the year 1811, and not for the official year 1811-12, like the 
other Statements. 





THE places recorded as Trading Ports of this Province, are Mangalore, Ankala, Onore, 
Cundapore, Barkeor, and Bekul. Mangalore is the emporium. from that place, and 
from the others in a small degree, are exported to Arabia, cardamums, coir, pepper, 
moories, poonspars, rice, and sandal oil; to Borabay, cloves, coir, mace, hutmegs, pepper, 
picce goods, poonspars, rice, sandalwood, oi!, betel nuts, cardamums, ghee, and iron; to 
‘Goa, large supplies of riec, horse gram, and tobacco; to the Mahratta Countries, iron, 
rice, betel nuts, aatcherry, &e. : 


From Arabia have been imported, dates, brimstone, salt fish, and horses; from Bombay, 
brimstone, sugar, and horses ; from Mahratia, horses, shawls, blue cloths, &c.

Accompanyine, I have the honour of forwarding the Statements of the Trade, called’ 
for by your Secretary’s Letter of 23d April last. 


These Statements commence from the date of those last submitted ; but all these annual 
Accounts having heretofore been kept, from ist January to 31st December, and the first 


‘set having been closed, agreeable to those dates, I have made up the Accounts for the 


four succeeding months, to the close of the official year, to enable me to make all future 


‘Statements, agreeable to those dates, in conformity with the orders received “from the 
Honourable Court of Directors. 


From the decline of Commerce in this, with other quarters of the globe, little remarkable 


"ean be expected, unless such traffic as may have arisen from the recent conquest of the 
African or Eastern Isles, which may be considered to deserve notice. The Trade of this 


Port, with Europe, China, and the Native Powers of the East, cannot, within this period, 
be said to have materially changed, unless to have partaken of the decline, in common 
with the general Commerce of this quarter of the world, 


"THE canse of the very limited extent of the Trade, lately carried on between these 
Districts and the United States’ of America, must be too apparent to require any remark 
‘from this Office. In the Statements herewith submitted, it will be found that the total of 
this Trade amounted to only S.R* 96,588, of which the far greater proportion was on 
Export of the manufacture and produce of these Districts. In accounting for this great 
balance appareritly in favour of this Port, it becomes necessary to observe, that the vessels 
of the United States have of late years rarely laden their return cargo exclusively on the 
Coast, but have generally proceeded for Calcutta, where after having completed the more 
valuable part of their return cargoes, they touch at this Port for such Piece goods as are 
required for-their market; and as the exchange between this and the Calentta Presidency 
ches particularly of late been greatly in favour of the ‘latter, their specie has, with great 
advantage, been Janded there to meet such bills as they might find it expedient to draw for 
the goods exported hence; thus exhibiting large shipments when compared with their 
Amports at this port. 


‘The few Imports of ‘merchandize at this Port, within the period for which these State-

liquor, and other . ies. The whole of the vessels from that quarter during ‘this, 
period, were two, of which one was wrecked in the gale of 2d May 18115 and the rcturas 
tor this vessel’s cargo w ipped -on 2 -brig, which landed and exported most of ber 
cargoes at the Southern ports. 



















THE addition of the island of Java to our possessions, has opened a much more-extensive 
field for the Eas trade, which has inthe first instance, as appears by the accompanying 
Statement, been eagerly entered on by speculators. This Trade assimilating so nearly with 
that classed under tac bead, “ Eastward,” renders it Qnnecessary to separate in this Report 
the nature of the items composing this traffic; for notwithstanding this Island was heretofore 
An pessession ofthe Enemy, a very considerable portion of the piece goods exporied 
Jience for the Eastward, by means of the prows trading to the ports of Penang, Malacca, 

















aud others on the island of Sumaua, have found their way to Java; the return for which

have, been made in bullion, gold, with the various mercantile produce of that quarter, 
consisting of tin, benjamin, sugar and sugar-candy, and not unfrequently with China 
produce ; viz. camphor, tutenague and alum; of late from the article of pepper not having 
been in demand either in the Evrope or American markets, but litile has been iin- 
ported from the Eastward, aud whet has appeared here, bas merely been accepted in 
ter fer Coast goods, and has not cn its import obtained the price at which it stood in the 
astern market. The Trade of this od in muny respects assimilates with the general 
tern traffic, which has of late been de ng trom this Coast; the staple article of opium, 
so greatly in demand among the Malays, is rarely preeurable here, and never except at a 
very considerable advance beyond iis price in Bengal, which gives the trade from Calcutta 
so decided an adyant ge over that of this coast. . 
























Much difficulty has arisen in obtaining returns for any goods exported to the island of 
Java, as no specie is allowed by that government to be exported, nor are any public b 
procucable ; in consequence, many individuals have been under the necessity of depositing 
the specie obtained in the government treasury, till some mode of remittance can be 
obtained. This evil has already operated much to damp the spirit of adventure to that 
Huet where cargoes have generally met with advantageous sales, had means of return 

een found. 





Although the Eastern Trade appears, from the Statements, so very considerable, a large 
portion of the goods there exhibited were, by the mode befcre stated, intended for, atid 
ultimately found their market on the Island of Java; but the exporters, frequently with a 
view of concealing, as far as possible, from other speculators, the destination of their 
goods, they have been shipped tadiscriminately for the “ Eastward ;” and the vessels haye 
cleared ior Penang, or sume other port in that direction. 

A Trade from some of the southern ports bas been of late carried on to the Eastward ; the 
description of coarse cloths, and especially blue cloth manufactured in that neighbourhood, 
are particularly in demand ou the west coast of Sumatra; and as the goods are, from their 
vicinity to the place of manufacture, and consequent trifling charges, shipped reasonable, 


the trade in small vessels has been found to answer, ina trifling degree. Some of the. 


returns thence here, consisted of gold dust, benjamin, tin, and pepper; these in general 
find their way from the southern perts to this Presidency on the small’ craft, not meeting 


‘sufficient consumption at the place of import. 


The Imports from the Eastward, in the Statements here submitted, are considerable ; 


amounting in toto ‘$.R*7,43,616, of which sum nearly two lacs consisted of treasure; a’ 


large quantity of prize spices from the Islands of Amboyna and Banda, formed a principal 
part of the residue; the total value of which was, cloves S.K*1,07,185, mace, ce 
8.R*2,50,850 ; the remainder was comprized of tin, beetle nuts, rattans, copper, mother of 

ear] shells, with some other trifling articles, as enumerated in the accompanying 
Statements, 


Tn the list of Exports, goods will be seen which must have been intended for the supply 
of the Forces destined on this service; large quantities of wines, provisions, and Europe 
articles of various descriptions were sent thither, all of which must have been required by 
the large force employed for this conquest, and who could not have had the mcans of 
conveying supplies for more than a short period. The returns which have been made, or 
remain due for these large capitals, may in seme degree be accounted for by the prohibition 
ef the export of specie; but much must have been returned here, either by bills direct on 
this place, or Calcutta; the latter mode the far most favourable, as few articles can be 
exported hence to Calcutta with a chance cf gain, and the bills on that Presidency are 
mostly saleable to advantage. . 





THE Articles composing this extensive Import, will be found seldom materially to alter, 
the great staples being dificrent species of grain, particularly rice, which those fertile 
Provinces export annually to this Coast. The value of grain only amounted to S.R*4,90,029; 
there is also a great demand for the article of raw silk, which is manufactured in the interior 
into piece goods, mostly for the use of the natives; but these manufactures have of Jate 
much improved ; the value of this article for the above period amounted to S.R* 2,70,569.— 
‘Another principal article received from Bengal, is the canvas,which is there manufactured 
of auexcellent quality, and is much used by all His Majesty’s Squadron in these seas, and 
is, I believe, found to answer well; there is also a description of cordage manufactured in 
Bengal, which, though used, is not here in such high repute as the canvas. Another article 
which has lately been received from Bengal, is salt provisions cured for the use of His 
Majesty’s Navy ; this is, I believe, the first instance of this description of provision cured 
in this country, being used by the Navy. Sugar, long pepper, carriages of’ different 
descriptions, Madeira and Teneriffe wines, were imported of considerable value; as were 
numerous drugs, &c. as particularized in the Statemcats. 





Piece goods of various sorts are reccived from this quarter, but both muslins and shawls 
are mostly cf a coarse description, and are found to answer Letter than the finer assortment; 
the silk piece goods are also mostly of the inferior kinds. :

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The quantity of salt. shipped on the native vessels, notwithstanding the encourageient 
held out, has not been so great as formerly, arising no doubt from the decline of 
vessels of this description, which partaking-of the diminution of trade, have become, 
both in number and quality, much inferior to what were formerly in this trade. Exports 
of the manufactures of the Coast, are small piece goods to the value of S.R* 27,916, with 
red wood S.R* 45,163, forming more than two-thirds of the total Export. ‘The Re-export 
was much more extensive, amounting to S.R* 1,097,829; a large portion of which consisted 
of the spices captured at the Eastern Islands, and brought to this place for adjudication ; 
some pearls, coffee, naval stores, and Europe articles, from the residue of the lte-exports. 


The Imports from Bombay, are with little exception first received on their trade with the 
Persian or Arabian Gulphs ; these consist principally of dried fruits or drugs, viz. almonds, 
dates, raisins, kissmisses, rose water, ackarakarum, &c. The Imports from Bussorah were 
nearly of the same description, being dried fruits, hing, mandesty, brimstone, &c.; there 
were also some horses imported thence. The other Imports from Bombay, with the exception 
of some cotton, consisted of goods received thence from Bengal and China; these were teas, 
sugar, tutenague, Madeira wine, wheat, and some Bengal piece goods comprising the ouly 
material articles; while our Exports were more insignificant, piece goods valued at 16,300 
S.R* being nearly the whole amount, this assortment consists mostly of chints and coloured 
turbauds, manufactured about Masulipatam, with a sinall proportion of long cloths, A little 
of the prize spice was likewise shipped for Bombay, but the amount was trifling. 


This Import consisted of a small quantity of Madcira wine landed here from a ship on 
her passage to Bengal, some piece goods were also exported, but almost too trifling tv be 
noticed. The Treasure consisted of 200,000 S. Déllars, which were purchased by Government 
at 209 S.R*. per ¢ Dollars, and bills were granted on the Supreme Government for the 


“amount. This vesscl loaded her retura cargo at the port of Calcutta, where the tine silk and 


other picce goods calculated for their markets, are procurable at much more reasonable 
rates and superior qualities, to that description of goods in this quarter. 


This is almost wholly an Import Trade ; the large supplies of spirits (arrack) received thence 
for the use of the Navy and forthe European troops on this Coast, forming the chief article. 
This island requires considerable supplics of grain; much of this is furnished from Bengal: 
returns from Ceylon in Government Pills which though the best remittance of that kind to 
be obtained, are at a heavy loss. [am of opinion a great proportion of the procceds of 
the spirits imported here may, through this medium, find its way to Calcutta, for the 
arrack, from the high price cn the Island, scarcely ever realize more. than its original 
cost, yet the remittance in general is found to answer better than the bills. The low rate 
at which this spirit sclls, may in a great degree be attributed to the supplies both for the 
Navy and the ‘lroops, being with the same contractor, consequently the importer is mostly 
obliged to seek his sale at the hands of the contractor, as other consumption is small. 


Ceylon likewise furnishes a number of articles, which are again re-exported to Chiha. 
viz. bicho de mar, sharks fins, and ebony, received thence, are shipped for that quarter ; 
there is also a large supply of chayroot, which, with palmenas and reepers form the principal 





_articles received from that Island. The -pearls which are found in those fisheries will 
? 


not often appear in the Import accounts, as they are generally conveyed to the opposite 
shore, and are brought to this place by land, which must account for the non-entry of these 
valuables. 


The Exports are trifling ; nor were the Re-export of goods very considerable; the latter 
consisted, with a jittle exception, of wines, China and Europe articles, for the consumption 
of the Europeans’on the island; a proportion also of the amount was comprized of iron 
hoops for the manufacture of the spirit casks. 


THIS Trade bears a large proportion in both the Imports and Exports; the latter has suf- 
ered very materially in the failure of the southern cotton, which has formed a valuable article 
jo that market, being held in higher estimation than any which is sent thither. 


The total quantity of cotton exported during this period, was 13,761 ewt. valued at 
2,88,854 S. Rupees; there was also a Jarge portion of the produce of Ceylon exported within 
this period for China, consisting of sharksfins, bircho de mur, and ebony ; a number of piece 
goods will also be found in this Export account, many of which, as noticed under the head 
of Eastward, were intended for the trade in the Straits of Sialacca; these items (bircho de 
mar and ebony) amounted to 8.R* 38,317, leaving the value of all other exports at the 
trifling sum of 5.R* $2,106; on reference to the Re-exports, they will be found to amount 
to aan 341,432; viz. pearls 2,88,376, ebony and birds nests, with a few other trifling 
articles, 


The Returns for this Trade, are chiefly of the manufactures or produces, which numerous 
items will be found in the Statements herewith submitted; but a large portion of the 
private trade which is conveyed thither, is on respondentia, as the comunanders of ships 
smporting from Europe have rarely an opportunity of procuring goods for that market, in 
lieu of those brought here for sale, and find their advantage in advancing those funds on 
respondentia for goods Jaden in their vessels. This will of course limit the returns from 
thence. The cotton, much of which is shipped by natives, finds an advantageous market, 
particularly when bartered, which is a mode usually adopted by this description of traders, 
who again procure common articles in use among the natiyes here, which they again 

dispose 


r 
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dispose of among the Bazars, and which find their way by this means te all parts of the 
interior. 


This extensive Import will be found, on comparison, somewhat less than that of the pre- 
ecding year. ‘The various articles comprising it, wah a very trifling exception, consist of 
the supplies brought in the investments of the Captains and Officers of the Honourable 
Company’s ships; these comprise not merely the goods of consumption found on sale in 
the iLurope shops, but furnish the different articles in demand for the manutacturer, &e. ; 
jron, copper, tin and naval stores, comprise a considerable portion of thcse imports, with 
supplics of wines, or other necessaries imported by individuals. 


The mode of consignment of goods, which was formerly very general, has of late nearly 
ceased ; this must be attributable to the loss which is sustained in consequence of the great 
difference of exchange, which was formerly so advantageous as to induce speculators to 
consign frequently to a considerable extent to this market; the wine traders have par- 
ticularly adopted this methcd, but from the cause above stated, it has fallen off much of 
Jaie. Coral was formerly imported in quantities much more extensive than of late years, 
and was gencrally found ‘to -obtain a modcrate profit; but this article has not of late been 
much in demand, the total quantity which was imported during this period, was enly 


valued S.R° 46,446; this is an article cf consignment, the retusns for which are made mostly .

in rough diamonds, 


The smount of Exports and Re-exports, is nearly to the same extent with the Imports ; this 
Jatter being comprised of the investments of Captains of Indiamcn, is mostly remitted to 
Calcutta, where they have a much better ficld for investing their returns. The shipments 
hence are double those of the preceding season, attributable no doubt, in a great measure, 
to the. difficulty of obtaining remittance, except at a very heavy loss; the merchant has 
consequently been induced to ship such goods as were in some demand in the Europe 
market, as the mode of having funds, against which he might draw to so great advantage. 
The shipments from hence of Export and Re-export goods, amounted to S.R° 15,57,182, 
of the former, indigo, valued at S.R* 4,18,967, and piece goods S.R*3,07,944, formed the 
chief items; there were also some rough diamonds, some cottons, and various other articles 
of inferior value. The Re-exports were nearly to the same value as the Exports; viz. 
S.R* 1,530,611; of which the following formed the principal; mace, S.R* 3,28,469 ; 
cloves, S,K* 60,392 ; nutmegs, S.R’ 12,594, forming part of the prize spices noticed in a 
former part of the report: Besides these, there were the following in quantity and value, 
making the most considerable items”of this trade; namely, f

Very great progress has been made in manufacturing indigo on this Coast ; the quantity 
which has been exported bas been very considerable, and in quality it has also greatly 
jmproved; some of that manufactured at the first works to the Southward, being little in- 
forlor to the best which is made in Bengal. : 


THE Imports hence, since the Company have imported wine for sale, has been very 
trifling. The quantity which is entered in the Statement is 5.R* 56,065, which was partly 
“composed of a cargo of a small American brig, which entercd as from Madeira, but was 
afterwards found to be from Fayal, with a very inferior description of wine called Pico wine, 
The value of the quantity landed from this vessel was S.R*11,820; which, being deducted 
from the other import, leaves only S.R* 44,245; which was the value of wine commissioned 
by sundry individuals here, who annually import sufficient for their consumption. 


From the Malabar Coast:there was an Import consisting chiefly of its produce; viz. pepper,.« 
timber, coir cordage, and coir, with some other trifling articles ; a part of these, but of no 
_considerable value, appear to haye been received there from vessels importing from places 
far Northward; the ports of that coast being much visited by Arab vessels, trading from 
Muscat and the Gulph. The Exports and Re-exports were too sinall for notice; their total 
value not amounting to little more than 5.R* 4,000. ; 


THE Total of this Trade, as shewn by the Statements, amounted, in 1811, to the sum of 
S.R¥ 97,491, of which the Exports were by far the most considerable ; these consisted of 
various descriptions of piece goods ; viz. camboys, handkerchiefs, chintzes, punjum cloths, 
&e. S.R* 4,97,211 5 cotton 32,643 Sicca Rupces, formed a part of our Export. This must, 
doubtless, have been intended ultimately for China, and forwarded for that market ; and 
which are mostly re-shipped thence for Spauish America. This Trade, which was hereto- 
fore considered one of the most lucrative carried on froin this Coast, has greatly declined of 
late years ; since the internal warfare, in which the Mother Country has been engaged, 
the Import of specie has considerably decreased, and little produce is to be found as return 
for the goods exported to that colony. ‘The great decline in the setarns, which here appears 
for our Exports of the preceding season, is attributable to the dificulty of disposing of the 
goods, in consequence of the scarcity of specie, as most of the Exports, at the period of thé 
vessels returning thence, remained unsold. Some produce from the island, toa small extent, 
finds its way to this market; of these the chief are soft sugar and indigo this latier article 
is of tolerable good quality, and is usually re-exported for the Europe or American oe 
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As a trade is. carried on between this place and China, a part of the returns find their way 
there ; aud are thence remitted here,- either in specie, goods, or bills on some one of the 
different Presidencies. From the difficulty of obtaining returns, [ have no doubt the 
Exports will greatly decline. The vessels sailing for Manilla usually leave this in the month 
of July, and those with returns mostly arrive in the months of January or February 
following. 


THE acquisition of these Islands naturally induced speculators to export goods of various 
descriptions to this new market, as will appcar from the accompanying Statement. The 
shipments were very large; these consisted chiefly of piece goods of a coarse description, 
and particularly bive cloths, which found at first an advantageous market for the clathing of 
the Slaves, and again for re-export to the different small African islands or ports in the 
Mosambique channel. The total Export amounted to $.R*9,28,227, of which the piece 
goods alone were yalued at S.R* 8,$1,247. There was soap valued S.R* 20,315, which 
makes nearly the whole extent of Exports. The Re-exporis were not very considerable ; 
these consisted chicfly of supplies of wines, china articles, and an assortment of Europe 
goods for the consumption of the forces oecupying these Istands. 








The whole of the returns which appeared in gocds for this trade, was 8.R* 1,62,807, partly 
the produce of the Islands; viz. coffee and cloves. There was a quantity of brandy, 
liquors, copper, iron, lead, and some other trifling articles; many of which were probably, 
from their description, goods which had been formerly captured by the Mnemy. 


Aurnovcn the Imports from this place exhibit an increase when compared with those 
of the preceding year, yet this trade is imconsiderable to what its extent was some years 
since ; Tew vessels ever commanded by Europeans, are at present engaged init, aud those 
are of a very small description; most of the vessels are under native commanders, who sail 
them at a simall expense, but being from parsimony ill formed, and frequently in a bad 
state, many of them are lost. The staple Import thence, of course, is timber; but this, 
from the troubled state of the country, has been both extravagant and difficuit to obtain in 
Jarge quantitics. The breed of horses from this place, are in estimation here, and bore a 
portion of the value of their Imports; the others consisted of a coarse description of 
‘ardamumis, ivory, wax, wood, cil, coir cordage, with seme other trifling articles. The 
Exports were a total ot S.R° 1,33,260, of which the piece gocds are the only ones 
deserving notice; of the above sum, this description amounted to S.R* 1,27,045; the piece 
goods exported thither, are principally coarse rumalls, manufactured at Ventapollam, in the 
vicinity of Madras, with seme ef the medium sorts of Arnee muslins : there was a-smail 








"re-export, chiefly of perfumery, glass ware, naval stores, and some China beads. 
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*THE internal trade with this place may be classed under the heads of Northern and 
Southern coasting trade. The Northern partaking more of the Bengal and Rangoore trade, 
while the Southern has a larger proportion of that of the Eastward, Ceylon, aad the 
Malabar coast. 


The traffic is mostly carried on by natives, and in the craft which they navigate; some 
exception must be made, however, regarding the great staple of the Circars, as tire piece 
goods form by far the most valuabie article of Imports, and are considered too yaluable to 
confide to such craft. 


These piece gocds were punjam cloths of various descriptions, valued at S.R*, 
3,13,044; the importation of Piece Goods in usc among thenatives is very considerable, the 
particulars of these wiil be found in, the'margin; those piece goods from the Masilipatam 
district are mostly coloured goods, which are again re-exported chiefly for the Eastern 
market, some are sent to Bombay and some to the Persian Gulph; but most. of the ship> 
ments for the latter place are made direct from Masulipatain, from whence there was 
formerly a considerabie trade to the Persian Gulph, but this has experienced the decline 
in com:non with other trades. 


The next considerable article of Traffic with the Northem ports is grain, which, in seasons 
of.commmon produce, is exported annually to Madras, it consists chiefly of rice, paddy, 
wheat, with numerous other edible grains, used only by the nat to these may be added 
horse gram, sonegaloo, with very large quantities of cil seeds. There was during this period, 
indige imported thence, in value S.R* 45,329. The rem distilled in the district of Ganjam, 
nred_ xlso to the sum of S.R° 87,708; this spirit is also, with the Ceyton arrack, 
ed for his Majesty’s Squadron in these sexs. Many of the goods reccived from the 
Circars have been landed there from vessels trading from Ecngal; ameng these the most 
wppear the following ; loug pepper-roct, slinkins, and sticklac. The articie of turmeric is ciso 
valuable in the list of Imports; these with chillies, frewood and coriander secds, form the 
most valuable items: There are trifling articles in use among the natives, both drugs, and 
such as dre uscd in their ceremonies, tuo uifling for remark. 





















The Exports and Re-exports North, are not so large as inight be expected, when the force 
aad population supplied from beace is considered ; there is however a great quantity sent 
to the interior by land carriage, particularly fo: ydrabad, which reecivcs only a part of iis 
supplies through Masulipatain. 
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The Exports were very’ inconsiderable, consisting of some piece gcods, which were most 
‘probably sent. to the northward for the purpose cf being painted, a practice frequently 
adopted; the only other article worthy ob unuce appears under the head of Naval Stores, 
‘consisting of colr cordage for the use of native vessels resorting annually to the port of 
Coringa for repairs. i gS :

The Re-exports are chicfly of Europe and China goods, for the conzumption of eficers 
‘or others employed in this quarter: To these may be added some Europe goods, required tor 
the purpose of manufactures, &c. the most. valuable of these will there be jound as follows 5 
madeira, claret, port wine, alc, brandy, oilman’s stores, glass w h 
‘copper of varicus kinds, stecl, hardware, &c.; to these may be adh d 
fromthe Eastward, viz. betelnut, to a largé amount, ajum, cloves, min, pepper, tm, 
dammer and borax; a quantity of arrack was exported to the value of 5.1k*. 63,593. 

















THE Imports from these several Ports, is very extensive ; but a revision of the ifems will 
plainly exhibit, that a large part of them were received from the Eastward, Ceylon, and the 
Ma! 20ast. . , 

Fr 2 Southern division of the Carnatic, &c. the articles of produce or manufactures, 
are chiefly piece goods, consisting mostly of blue cloths, salampores, coarse chintzes, &c.; 
the blue cloths are again re-exported, as arc many of the other coloured goods for the 
Eastern market; to these Imports may be added, rum, indigo, grain, firewood &c.; the other 
hnyports thence, were coffee and betelnut :. Within this period there were no Exports; and the 
total Re-exports were trifling articles; the whole of which did not excced SR. 15,845. 


The next of these Ports are in the Tanjore district, where a much larger portion of trade 
of the description above-mentioned, will be found. Of produce, the most material are the 
following; indigo, cocoa nuts, rice, grain, paddy, lamp oil, with some picce gootls. The 


other articles re-exported thence, are of .much greater value; some of which, particularly - 


madeira and iron, were, I believe, lauded from an American in flat district. The 
remaining articles, from their description, have most probably been reccived from the East- 
ward, Ceylon, or the Malabar coast; these were betelnut, tin, pepper, tortoise’ shells, 
benjamin, arrack, Trincomalee wood and hing. 


The Exports were small in value, nor were the Re-exports very considerable: The chief 
item which there appears was arrack, value 21,044 S.K°, which are sent thither by the con- 
tractors for the purpose of being ultimately issued for the Enropean troops; the remaining 
‘were smail quantities of liquors for the Hesidents in that quarter, with some iron hoops, 
camphor, raw silk, &c. ‘ 





The Accounts of the port of Tranquebar from having been formerly under a Foreign ' 


power, have been separated from others to the Southward ; the Trade is very trifling, ad the. 
articles composing it too’ similar to those in its vicinity to deserve remark. 

‘Thé Tinnevelly and Ramnad Imports, exhibit a deficiency on comparison with the 
former year; this may in a great degree be attributed tw the failure of the crop of cotton 
usually produced in these Districts, and which is sent here for shipment to China ; this 
forms the chief Import thence :—The next in value, are the various assortment of piece 
goods, which are generally of a coarse description ; there was a considevable quantity, of 
Jaggery, which, with some indigo, dry ginger, and cocoanuts, comprize all the Imports 
to any value—There was also an itnport of chay-root, valued S.Kt 34,830, and cardamums, 
S.Ré 2;925; the formerof which was probably received from Ceylon, and the latter from the 
Malabar coast. . : 

On reference, the Exports will be found very trifling; and the Re-exports, though more 
extensive, are chiefly the same as those forwarded to the other out stations Southward ; viz, 
liquors, with supplic3 of Europe gods cr these from China, for consumption in these 
sations; besides which, there were a few drugs and other articles of small value, in-use 
among the natives, either medicinally or for some of their ceremonies, but which are too 
trifling for particular mention. y

Gentlemen, 

AS I have before stated, the latter Account herewith submitted, has been made up for 
the period of forr months, to close with the current official year ; no former Account having 
been made for this period, renders any comparison impracticable. Tam not aware that 
these Statements contain matter for further notice, than that contained in my Report; they 
will, however, exhibit, in each quarter, the different periods at which the various Linports 
or Exports occur. : 


THE only Imports of consequence were of sugar; the chief of which was prize property, 
and sent here by the agents of the captors, as a sale could not be-effected there. for the 
whole of these goods; there was also some sugarcandy, which, with some 
originally received there from China, form the chicf articles of Import. 


Insthis Trade it will be seen, the Exports are composed as heretofore, of piece’ goods, 
Yaany being of the coarse coloured sort, with salampores received from the Southern dis- 
tricts ; some handkerchiefs of the manufacture of Madras or Ventapollam; there was also 


‘among these articles a considerable proportion of Seuthern blue cloths. There was a Re- . 
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export of goods to the amount of S.R? 51,555, chiefly of wines, with other Europe 
articles for the consumption of the Europeans in that Island; wheat was also among the 
items of Re-export. d 


AT the opening of the season for the return of vessels to this port, or after the North- 
East monsoon, the vessels, especially those commanded by natives, import largely of grain 
and other articles ; rice having béey so high here, from a partial failure of rain, as to induce. 
Government to relinquish the duties on dll grain, was a further evidence of that article being 
required, which generally bears a good profit if imported at a reasonable freight at this 
season. The native vessels from Balasore and Cuttack, which bring most of this’ grain, 
are larger, and of a superior description to other native vessels employed on this coast ; 
they mostly return for a second cargo, which they generally land here in the latter end.of 
April or May; after which they proceed to Coringa, a favourable port, both for repairs and 
obtaining cargoes of salt for Bengal: Other Imports consist of the valuable article of raw. © 
silk, which continues at a high price ia this market; the valuc of this, with the silk piece 

oods, ‘for the short space here referred to, amounted to S.R* 3,24,360: ‘fo these may be 
added the following, torming the most valuable, piece goods, shawis, canvas, long pepper, 
sngar, borax, saltpetre, some wines, and precious stones, with numerous siull articles. ‘The 
Exports were comparatively insignificant ; the chief items being yed wood, with some 
coloured piecc goods. The Re-exports were in amount, S.R* 36,075, and consisted of 
horses, madeira, spices, some iron, iron-hoops, and some other Europe articles. 


The Export of Specic which -here appears, consisted of some gold imported from the 
Eastward, value S.R* 32,000; the remainder was composed of dollars exported tor Calcutta, 
‘on the ship Hamanshaw, for freight.of goods from China on that vessel. : 


“PHE Imports hence, though-trifling, will be found to consist, almost exclusively, of the 
same description of Goods as those of last year. These items were dates, kissmisses,. 
-heng, and horses, with some arrack, madeira, and a quantity of common teas. 


ALTHOUGH early in the season to receive so large au Import from this place, a: 
reference to the Statements will shew, that scarce any difference -exists in the articles 
composing the Trade; arrack, to the value of S.R*1,32,690, was received within this- 
period ; whereas the total Imports were, only S.R*1,36,986. 


‘THIS Import was unusually extensive, consisting of goods to the value of S.R* 6,85,399,- 
avith an- addition of Treasure to the amount of 85,212. The tonnage employed tor these 
sreturns, which usually arrive in the carly part of the year, was greater than is generally 
employed, two ships having imported thence in the period for which these accounts are 
made Out; whereas of late -years, seldom more than.one vessel has arrived from thence. 
‘The goods are of the usual description received thence; teas, sugar, nankeen, china- 
avare, with a large proportion of alum, camphor, arsenic, tutenague, china-root,. galengal, 
piece goods, stationary, Ke. &e. This large Import glutted the market. As China goods 
we now to be purchased by wholesale at much lower rates than has been known for some 
time in this market, from the dates of these accounts, no Exports could be made for that 
quarter. s . 


ARTICLES of Merchandize under this head, will be found to be small, when com- 
pared with the large entry of Treasure ; a reference to the registers exhibits these sums of 
specie to have been almost exclusively shipped at Penaag and Malacca, by the persons 
noticed in. my former Reports, as. the exporters.of the piece goods on the China ships, but 


‘which 1 stated to be destened for these markets. Some of the Lmports from-the Eastward 


Were

“avere likewise of China produce, skipped also at the port of Malacca; yiz. tatenague and 

camphor, with some other Eastern produce, tin, pepper, beajamin, and rattans, forming the 
whole of any value. All the Exports-consisted of biuc cloth, chintzes, bandkerchiets, moories 
and salampores, and salt ; with a Re-export‘of a smal! quantity of copper. 


NO ships ‘having arrived from London during the period of these accounts, the entry 
‘of-an Import, though trifling, may appear ‘strange 3 this originated in a small quantity of 
“sgoods which were found’ unsaleable in Caleutta, having been breught here on the ships 
swhich were ‘homeward bound. ‘The Export by the fleet which sailed for Lendon, was 
small, the total. being only S.R*1,11,5015 of. these Indigo, vatued 5.R* 46,660, was the 
principal article; if [ except a diamond, which. was shipped by the heuse of Messrs. 
‘A. D. Fries & Co. which single stone was by than valued at 16,000 S$ Pagodas. It is 
“somewhat remarkable, that the picce goods exported were so smail in value, not having 
_ amounted to S.R* 4,226. The Export of Treasure which appears, was on the Honourable 
Company’s ship Pheonix, as this was considered the most cligible mode of remittance. 








Jn the Re-export, the Eastern spices, of which there was such ‘abundance in this markct, 
bear the chief value, having amounted to S.R* 1,28,031 ; these, with Madeira wine, and 
some shawls, make up nearly the total under this head. 


THE returns of goods reccived from these Islands, for the large shipments, must 
demonstrate, that the mode of remittance is necessarily in bills. The chief article received 
thence was -cloves, with a small quantity of brandy, gin, coffee, and copper, the whole not 
sexceeding S.R* 24,763: Whercas the Exports and [tc-exports within the same time amounted 
to S,R°1,71,811, of which a small shipment was of dollars; the goods exported were 
principally long cloths, blue cloths apd handkerchiefs, muslins, ginghams, punjam cloths, 
salam pores and shirts, with a small Re-export, composed of Europe and China goods; 
avines, hosiery, tea, nankeen, and some arrack, forming the principal items. ‘ 


THE period being favourable for making the passage from thence, most of the goods 
to be received for this place during ‘the year, are probably entered in these accounts, the 
import of ‘which amounts nearly to two lacs of S. Rupees, their items scarcély in any 
.articles varying from:those of last year. 
still continues at a very high price in this market, horses, cardamums, ivory, wood, oil, 
copper, wax, &c. forming the remainder. The Exports for this period were comparatively 
small; this may be attributed to -the non-return of some of the vessels whose import 


eargoes-here appear, as this description of vessels await the change of the Monsoan. Those 
Exports appearing in these Statements, were of piece goods ; viz. 


Handkerchiefs S.R* 36,667, 
; & Muslin - 25,061, 
forming*nearl ‘the total amount, which was only S.R? 66,388. The Ke-export consisted of 
copper, ‘brandy, arrack, mace, cloves, iron, &e. 


THIS being the usual period of arrival of the returns for our Manilla Exports, this 
shews a very extensive Import, particularly of Treasure from thence: A part of this must 
have been the balance due for goods left there unsaleable, when the last returns were made, 
the sale of which was much protracted by the scarcity of specie; for the produce being 
small, little else is received from Maniila. On the Export of specie at that place, there was 
“formerly a duty of 3 per cent. which, I believe, still exists; the articles of produce received 
are nearly coniined to indigo and sugar. The piece goods sent there are not so numerous 
as in former years; they-rarely differ in species: the account of this Export will appear 
-in my Statements for the quarter suecceding the present; the vessel which conteyed them, 
having shipped her cargo, and sailed for that port, subsequent to the date of these accounts, 
dt may not be-considered unworthy of remark, that on the adoption of the new Custom 

» Regulations, the Spaniards, who had sent a vessel here for the-purpose of carrying on this 
Trade, found the Duties so very heavy, that they considered it more advisable to. dispose 
of the vessel, and ship their returns im a vessel under British colours, than to subject 
-therhselves to the payment. of the Dutics recently established. 


THIS period, natirally favourable for the import of commodities from this quarter, as 
appears from the Statemeuts herewith submitted, the import within the space of foar 
months having: amounted to the sum of 8.R* 10,31,690. Grain, which at the early part of 
the season was high, and which is always received in large quantities from the Circars, 
torming the principal, as will be shewn by the particulars of quarttities of that article 
-exhibited in the margin for the same period; piccc goods were also imported to a large 
amount, their total valve being S.R*10,31,690, The annual import of rum, the produce 
of the district of Ganjam, was also within this peried ; the remainder of the items, which 
awere not to such large extent, consisted of the feilowing; indige, cashew-nuts, oil-seeds, 
-turmeri¢, and wax. 








The Exports were comparatively small, consisting mostly of the piece goods manufactured 
_inorabout Madras, a small quantity of opitm, ceir cables, and cordage, with some palmiras. 
The Export of Treasure which here appears, was: for-the parchase of salt at the Northern 
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orts, atid other commercial purposes; remittance is also made by natives to the Northward, 
y means of the copper coins imported: by the Company from England. 


The Re-export of Goods to this. quarter is considerable; but these are nearly the same as 
reported with the Statements of the preceding year; these mostly consisted of Europe goods, 
the following being the principal, Madeira, beer, brandy, port wine and claret, giass ware, 
copper, iron, steel, anchors, stationary, which, with some from China and the Lastward, 
foria all of any considerable value; viz. tutenague, tea, betclnut, sugarcandy, cloves and 
camphor. This arrack was the property of the Contractors, and most probably was forwarded 
to Hydrabad, by way of Masulipatam, tor the European troops employed there. 








THE Internal Trade with these districts, is composed principally of .a coarse descri ption 
of piece goods; to those may be added but few articlés of value; of their produce ‘there 
were received thence, some rice, soap, cocoa nuts Ke.: But the chief articles, except the 
piece goods, which amounted’ to S.R¥ 1,17,390, of the total Import, consisted of Eustern 
or Ceylon produce ; viz. benjamin, pepper, tin, betelnut, with some Ceylon arzack. 

*-“The Exports and Re-exports were comparatively small. To the Southern division, the 
chief articles were, handkerchiei’s, some grain, that necessary article having been somewhat 


scarce about Pondicherry at the beginning of the year; the other supplies were mostly of 
liquors. 






To Tanjore, the chief Exports were gunnies, planks, long pepper root; with a ‘Re-export - 


more extensive, sugar, raw silk, silk piece goods, anchors, tron of different sorts, and some 


other sundries, 


The further Southern ports, comprising Tranquebar, Tinnevelly, and Ramnad, did not, 


‘within this period, carry on any Trade with this place-worthy of remark. There was a 


small Export of Treasure to Tranquebar, which was sent there for.commercial purposes. 


The total amount of Specie will appear annexed to the Statements [ have herewith the 
honour to submit.

REPORT 
On the External Commerce of Bombay, 
As carried on by Individuals in the Year 1811-12. 





i proceeding to offer my Remarks on the various fluctuations to which the Commerce 

of this Presidency has been liable during the official year 1811-12, it becomes necessary 
to premise, that e very material reduction will be perceived, between the present total value 
of [Imports and Exports and that of former years, as contained in the General Abstract 
Statement, Ne 1, of these Reports, as well as in the other Accounts connected therewith, in 
consequence of the error pointed out in the Honourable Court’s commands of the 10th 
July 1811, having been corrected ; by which the value of the trade to and from the Subor- 
dinates, subject to the controul of the government of Bombay, has not been included in 
the aggregate amount of the bona fide External Commerce of this side of India. 


2. I beg leave also to state, that after the most attentive consideration of the honourable 
Court's orders above adyerted to, the amount of the External Commerce of the Presidenc 
has been farther reduced by the transfer, to the head of Internal Commerce, of the whole 
value of the commercial intercourse between Surat and the Decan, Jaipoor, Cashmire, 
Khandieek, the interior of Guzerat, and sundry villages in the vicinity of Surat, as appearing 
clearly to comprise the bnternal trade of those Counitrics, and to form no part of the etemnal 
Commerce of this Presidency ; in which light, these Imports and Exports would seem to 
have been viewed during the last nine years, as included in the Abstract Statement, N° i, 
since the first formation of the Accounts from the Reporter General's Department. 


3. The inaccuracies adverted to, by the Honourable Court, have likewise enabled me to 
discover an important error in the External Statements, in regard to the Subordinate imports 
included in the General Abstract, N° 1, of these Accounts, which would appear to have been 
entirely overlooked during the last nine years, namely, by the total value of the Imports 
into Surat under the bead of Bengal, being added to the Imports into Bombay from the 
same quarter, in the above Abstract, N° 1; whereas, 1 have now ascertained, that this amount 
is nol a direct import from Bengal into Surat, but merely a proportion of the goods from 
thence landed, and the value consequently included in the first instance at Bombay under 
the head of Bengal, and sent thereafter under certifieate to Surat. Ln order to correct this 
oversight, it becomes necessary to state, that, with the exception of Rupces 30,720 in the 
year 1804-5, Rupees 28,087 in 1805-6, and Rupees 14,280 in that of 1808-a, no direct. 


Imports from Bengal have taken place at Surat since the ast of May i802; the whole of 


the Surat Imports therefore, in the Bombay Abstract Statements, Ne 3, under the head of 
Bengal from 1802-3, inclusive, ought to be deducted, Jeaving the import at the Presidency 
only, as the correct total value of the Trade to this side of India, from the quarter here. 
alluded te. On reference to the General Abstract, N° 1, of the present year 1811-1 2, it will 
be seen, that I have guarded against this error to the amount of Rupees 7,290,451, and upon 
au Inspection of Statement N° 41, that it has been corrected in the subordinate External 
imports: agreeably to which the particulars will be detailed in future, as imports into Surat 
from the Presidency. 





4. Within the present official year 1811-12 and up to the soth of September last, the 
revenues of this Presidency have derived very considerable ad antage from our recentic 
acquired conquests of Java and the Vrenel: Islands, principally from Inports of sugar and 
spices, to the amount of upwards of cleyen lacs of Rupees, on which Govermnent dutics 
have heen collected; as will be more fully adverted to under the heads of Penang and the 
Hastorn flaads, and the Isles of France and Bourbon. A Jarge proportion of these Imports, 
however, in all probability, have been made from the secumulation of years, In consequence 
of our naval superiozity, so that they can hardly be considered to form any criterion by which 
to estimate the value of the tade from the quarter here alluded to in future, or how far the 
article of sugar is likely to affect the hitherto extensive supply of that commodity from 
Bengal to this side of india. 
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‘IMPORTS, General. 5. ON reference to the preceding Comparative Statement N° 5, of the value of Imports 
, for the years 1810-12 and 1811-12, it will be observed, that there is a net ultimate increzse 

of Rupees 17,32,540 during the latter season, ia the External Commerce of individuals, 

.trom beyond the territories snbject to the government of this Presidency; while, in regard 

ibordinate Imports, the same statement will present a decrease of Rupees 3,12,704 


from Surat, and Rupees 11,50,210 from the Noriucra ports of Guzeret.

EXPORTS, General, 6. ON reference to the Comparative Statement &°6, of the value of Exports for the 
years 1810-11 and 1811-12, a net increase of Rupees 12,07.277, will be shewn during the 
latter season; and in like manner, as under the head of Lmports, a decrease will appear, In our 
subordinate Exports, of Rupees 48,133 to Surat, and Rupees 3,74,721 to the Northern ports 
of Guzerat. 








7.'The cause of the increase, both of the Imports and Exports, from and to the countries 
beyond the contrel of this Presidency, as above astverted iv, may be ascribed to the re 
employ, by individuals, of the greater proportion of the country ships within the tast official 
year, in consequence of their having been discharged trom the public service after the fail 
of Java. Lt will also be seen, that the Imports have been very considerably increased fo 
the Brazils, principally by Treasure, not liable to any duty at this port, to the amount of 
upwards of 13,50,000 Rupees. 


8. The decrease, in our subordinate Imports and LEixports, may be accounted for in a great 
degree by the more advantageous employ of nearly the waole of the shipping of this port 
by Government, during the last two years; but chiefiy, | imagine, from the continued com- 
mercial distresses and want of security in China, as well s from the increased unfavourable 
state of the markets of that-country within the present seasen, 


















9. The farther probable cireumstances by which the particular branches of the Commerce 
of this Presidency have been affected, as comprising the various items of inercase or de- 
crease, will be more clearly and satisfactorily pointed out, under the following separate 
heads, agrecably to the detail in the preceding Statements N°g and. 4, of Import and 
Export, during the official year 1812-12, :

: unfavourable rate of exchange, and difficulty in procuring bills on London since the 
Rs 5,89:078 Government Loans of this Presidency have been paid off. A decrease of upwards of four 
lacs of Rupees, will at the same time be discovered im the amount valuaticn of imerchan- 
dize, which way be attributed to the unfavourable state of the Europe market for the 
article of cotton, less exported within the preseut year, to the value of upwards-of ten laes 
of Rupees; whilst, on the other hand, the cxport of cotfee will be found to have increased 
Rupees 3,69,000.

*e4th April 1809, in reply to the several Memorials we had had the honour to submit to your

resignation to.the severe obloquy. we labopred under, cousoling ourselves with the appro= 
“pation .of our own consciences, and with the hope, that truth and justice, however over~ 
avhelmed for a time, would in the end prevail; and with the confident belief, that as. the 
Commissioners (Messrs. Parker, Goad, and Russell) proceeded with their investigations,

“ "4. Impressed with these sentiments, his Lordship in Council deems it due to those able 
and upright men to declare, that’ in his judgment, formed anew, and on a revisal of the 
evidence and information before Government in the year 1809, the conclusions drawn by. 
the Commissioners, and their conduct founded upon them, were fully and correctly war~ * 
ranted by that evidence and information; a sentiment which neither is, nor onght'to be, in. - 
any degree altered by the subsequent detection of Reddy Row in a participation of the foul | 
and corrupt. character which on all hands has stained so great a proportion of; the transac- 
tions connected with the Carnatic Debts. : : : iy eae 


5. It follows, that his Lordship in Council retains the same respectful sentiments he.foxs, 
merly professed, concerning the judgment which was formed by the able and venérabfe.* 
Magistrate who presides in the Supreme Court of Justice at Fort Saint George, on the trial’ 
of that period ; comparing it still, as in justice he must, with the evidence adduced upoa 
that occasion, unprejudiced by facts not only unknown, but which did not only actually,, 
occur till a later date. : i

6. Int the same spirit of justice, his Lordship in Council is desirous to avow, that the suber: 
sequent defection of Reddy Row in other frauds, has produced upon his’mind a strong” 
impression 94f his guilt, in the very case in which he continues to think the evidence, as it* 


was delivered on the trial, did not warrant his conviction. 








7. The Governor General in Council has a pleasure, therefore, in acknowledging, ‘that: 
the verdict has proved to be right, art still is his judgment at variance with the 
evidence, but juries. possess often.a knowledge of the character of witnesses, which may 
justifiably counteract their testimony ; and are enabled, by means, -not always: obvious, to 
elicit truth from contradictory. evidence, and from. those conflicts of perjury, which so often 
distract the judgment of Indian Courts. The only effect, therefore, which the lattar:- 
events on these controversies has produced in the mind of his Lordship in Council, and ‘ 
which he‘thinks it a duty to declare, has been to’ relieve it of any impressions disadvanta-. 
geous to the juries, which may have resulted from verdicts, the usual foundation of which ° 
appeared, and still appear, to have-been defective, ~ 


8. Since: the date of the Letter above referred to, of the 24th April 1809, two of the: 
three Commissioners have relinquished their offices, and have been oe eye by others from: ° 
the, Civil Establishment of this Presidency; against whom, as far as the Governor General 
in Council is informed, no accusations have been preferred. 


9. The ‘proceedings at large of the Commissioners in India, are regularly transmitted to 
the Commissioners in England, whose province it is to pronounce finally on every claim 
which may be investigated in this country, and referred to their decision. errs 


- 40. The interference of this Government is limited to the removal of the Commissioners . ** 
in India, and the appointment of others, whenever it shall appear to the Governor General 
in Council, that the Commissioners for the time being have been guilty of any neglect or 
breach of duty. As no charge of this description has the slightest foundation against. either 
- the late or the present Commissioners, their removal is out of the question ; and his Lordshi 
in Council is net aware that it is necessary to make any further observations on the Letter 
which has been addressed to him by Messrs. Parry, Abbott and Maitland. ; 


11. I am directed ‘to request that the Honourable the Governor in Council will be pleased's. 
to communicate the foregoing observations to Messrs. Parry, Abbott and Maitland, and also 
. te Mr. Goad ; and at the same time to state to that Officer, that his Lordship in Council con- 
siders his Letter to be perfectly satisfactory. .

frespass upon your Lordship again upon the same subject, we fecl it a duty we. owe. to. 
és to reply to part of it, and to bring to your notice further facts regarding the late 
Pf ieners, Messrs. Parker, Goadand Russell ; and, we feel confident that the two circum- 
Metances'We shall now have the honour to state to your Lordship, will not only entirely alter 
ae opinion regarding their conduct, but likewise induce you to mark it with your severest 
‘displeasure. ‘The first of them. has been mentioned upon’a former occasion, though 
-very imperfectly, the. other-has only, come to.our knowledge since we last had the honour’ 
to address you, : 

2. The papers published by order of the House of Commons, expose the whole ma- 
agement of these transactioria, and enable us to place the first of them in a clearer, point 
of, view.than we-did before, Qn the 3d Febraary 1809, we applied by. letter to the late: 
Commissioners, for copies: of: certain informations takcn by them in the investigation of. 
Reddy.Row’s claims. On. the same‘day they replied as. follows : :

It having been some time ago announeed that a Special Jury would be-summoned 
+on the occasion of Mr. Batley’s trial, we were induced to hope that hae verdict would satis- 

factarily.. establish. the -validity_or. invalidity .of..the.grounds-on.svhich.the.prosecution-had.- 

been instituted ; but with every degree of deference for the verdict of a Special Jury, we 

“have. no hesitation-in avowing that, am the present instance, the evidence adfuced:on the

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trial of Mr. Batley, has-not in’ any degree had the effect of alterig out opinion on the 


merits of the case, or of impairing the streagth ef our conviction, that both Mr. Batley and 
Reddy Rew are eniirely innocent of the charges on which they were indicted.

3. We might perhaps, under any circumstances, bave deemed it proper,to avow this epi- 
nion, but in the present instance it is peculiarly satisfactory to us to be able to corroberate 
our own sentiments by those of the Chief Justice himself. In addressing the Jury on the 
recent trial, the tendency of the charge of the Chief Justice was strongly in favour of the 
acquittal of Mr. Batley; and in publicly delivering the decision of the Court this day, he 
announced his resolution to decline entering up Ged ener against the defendants, on either 
of the indictments, and to submit the two verdicts, with his own reports aud observations on 
ahe respective trials, to the wisdom and consideration of the King. 


4. Since the conclusion of Mr. Batley’s trial, a Letter has been addressed to us by Messrs. 
Parry, Abbott and Maitland, of which we have the honour to enclose a copy, requesting us 
to furnish them with copies of certain papers, and containing an obscure and indefinite ex- 
pression of their intention to proceed to the institution of further prosecutions, the objects of 
which are not mentioned by them, nor can easily be conjectured by us; and in the course of 
proceedings in court this day, a menace was distinctly and unreservedly uttered by the ad- 
vocate for the prosecution on the late trials, that if the Commissioners in Ladia should, under* 
the verdicts which had been recently pronounced, make to the Commissioners in England 
favourable report of the authenticity of the bond claimed of Reddy Row, he weald himself * 
render them the object of a criminal prosecution. 


5. The effect of the trials which have already taken place, have been of a tendency to im-. 


: pede in a most essential degtee the discharge of our public functions ; and from the institt+~ 


tions of the further prosecutions which have been threatened,: or from the adoption of any 
other measures calculated to oppose our proceedings, we can contemplate no vther result 
than the complete and effectual obstruction of our official duties. 


6. Under these circumstances we feel ourselves reduced to the indispensable necessity of - 
distinctly and unreservedly stating to the Honourable the Governor in Council, that unless * 
measures are adopted by Government to relieve us from the embarrassment to which we 
have been reduced by the persons who have avowed theinselves the prosecutors on the late . 
trials, it will be utterly impracticable for us to proceed with any immediate effect, or with 
any prospect of ultimate success, in the discharge of the duties which have been confided - 


‘ unto-us. ° We are prepared to make every excrtion that may be in our power, and to do. 


every, thing we can towards the promotion of the public interests, but we feel that our exer+: 
tions: alone can be-of no avail, and that without the aid of Gevernment in this. emergency, 
all our ‘endeavours to discharge the functions of our office must be rendered nugatory and 
abortive.

“This Letter was sent to Mr. Chief Secretary Buchan late in the evening, but no copy of 
the reply they had previously sent us was enclosed in it, nor any notice taken of such reply’ 
having hee made, manifestly because it would have flatly contradicted every syllable of 
their pretendéd complaint against us, and Government could not, in consequence, have 
acted against usin the manner they did. We most earnestly solicit your Lordship’s particu~ 
‘cular attention to the whole of this proceeding. Their discordant opinions respecting the 
verdict of the Special Jury, are immaterial t0.as, though they essentially affect their own re> 
putations for ecandour and consistency. Their opinion, whatever it might be, could not 
affeet the merits of our conduetcr7If our letter was not a fit subject of complaint upon the 
3d of February, it was not meré $e opthe 6th. My Lord, it is palpable that their complaint 
qwas atmere fiction; we had‘ th¥éwn no impediment in the way of their investigations; we 
scareely ‘had any commufivatféen- with them. - Their attendance at the trials beyond the 
short period of their. own exatviaations, was their own voluntary act, as avowed by them- 
selves. As to the menace throwa out by the advocate for the prosecution, it was not die 
rected against them, but against whomsoever should attempt to utter the forged bond as a 
good.and legal security; nor was this done at our suggestion, or with our previous know- 
dedge: but if it had been otherwise, and a prosecution had been edieiek against them, 
upot.the groaids just stated, we submit'to your Lordship, that Government could. not have 
protected them against it. It is quite indifferent to us whether the suppression of their Leiter 
of the gd of February is-admitted to have been wilful, or not. We now produce it; and the 
-entire discordance between- the two, proves most clearly the groundlessness of their com- 
plaint, and the:sinister motive of it. We most humbly submit to your Lordship, that this 
transaction carries upon the face of it a spirit of malice, intrigue, and disingenuousness, alto= 
gether incompatible with those qualities that onght to characterizemen-vested in some 
measure with the delicate functions of Judges, and we accordingly most earnestly entreat 
your Lordship’s serious consideration of it. :

Entreating your Lordship to remark the 
extraordinary circumstance of a deposition, in soimportant an investigation, having accidentally 
* been mislaid, we have the honour to acquaint you, that Molavee Mobumnind Ghows never 
had been employed in the cutcherry of the durbar in the lifetime of the Nabob Omdut ul 
Omrah, that consequently the writing on the paper in question by the Molavee, proved it 
to be a fiction, and to have been interpolated, with a fraudulent design, into the dutters, 
at a period subsequent to the transactions it purported to relate to: which circumstance 
alone, we submit, ought to have been sufficient to have condeumed the claim, 1t may be 
objected, that the Commissioners were not bound to know that the Molavee had not been 
_ employed in ‘the cuggherry of the durbar in Omdut ul Omrah’s lifetime; but we submit 
that it was a very nafGral question for them to put,—in what capacity he had inseribed that 
paper? ‘Besides, he was, in a legal point of view, the best evidence that could: have been 
addyced to prove the pretended original list, Vencata Row, the aileged writer of it, being 
then dead ; so that if the Commisstoners had done their duty, they must have discovered, 
_by his evidence, that he never had been employed in the cutcherry in the time of Omdut ut 
Omrah, and consequently that the paper was a fraud. ‘The-same intormation, indeed, 
might have been obtained from Narrain Row, if they had interrogated him to that effect. 
Bat, my Lord, the sequel shows most clearly why the Molavee was not examined to this 
* paper, and, to our minds, affords irresistible evidence that the Conmmissioucrs were aware 
that he was not in the service of the cutcherry at the period of the pretended transaction 
in question, and that they were fearful of the inference resulting from it. Your Lordship 
will be pleased to bear in mind that Reddy Row’s claim, and his defence on the trials, 
rested principally upon the integrity of the dufters. Mr. Russell deposed to this paper 
among many others, in his cross examination by the Adyocate Gencral in the trial, as tol- 
lows, viz. “ No. 22, found in the dutters, professes to bea list of 86 papers relating to trans- 
“ actions of Reddy Row: It is in the hand-writing of Vencata Row, who is dead; that 
there is one entry relating to the transactions with Gopaul Row, in which six papers are 
* that the witnesses notices a scrvad on it.” ~ Me RNS SAAS,

Here your Lordsbip will be pleased to obserye, that Mr. Russell noticed the servad, and 
avoided all mention of the superscription by the Molavee, which is particularly described in 
the deposition of Narrain Row, taken a few days before by Mr.Goad and himself, as above 
stated. We submit, iny Lord, that even without this previous knowledge, it is utterly 
incredible that Mr. Russeil’ should have noticed the posal a simple mark, and overlooked 
the superseription ; and, considering that he had hinseif’ examined Narrain Row to. the 
superseription a few days before, aud that it would have completcly established the fact af 
the falsification of the dufters, had it been further investigated, it is difficult not to believe 
that he was aware of the fatal importance of it. 


4. Narvain Row was afterwards examined by the Advocate General, and deposed as 
follows, viz. [No. 22 produced]—“ are two papers, the original is written by Vencata Row, 
«deceased, and the copy written by. the witness; that he remembers writing that’copy 
“ about 20 days previous to the death of the Nabob.—The witness made the copy, as” is 

pa é * . ; a i usual 
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* usual in such cases.”—See India’ Papers, vol. iii, No. 7, page 147/ There likewise your 
Lordship will be pleased to observe, that Narrain Row suppressed, the superscription of the. 
Molavee, notwithstanding he had deposed to it before the Commissioners Messrs. Goad 
and Russell, who were likewise both present at his examination in the trial. We appeal to- 
your Lordship whether, from these concurrent circumstances, there is not the strongest 
presumptive proof that the Commissioners were sensible that the paper in question was a. 
traud, and, by implication, that the bond it was brought to support was a forgery. 


5. We anticipate an objection that may be made in favour of the Commissioners, “ that 
* the Advocate General did not put any precise question regarding tlie superscription.” 
The Advocate General, my Lord, was aware of the effect of it, and served his own cause 
and that of his clients by omitting it; but, nevertheiess, we subinit, that it was the duty of 
the Commissioners to have declared this more than suspicious circumstance to the Jury; 
for although they thought proper to attend the trial, as the avowed protectors of the de- 
fendants, and to deviate so widely from the station in which your Lordship, under the deed: 
of covenant, had placed them, yet, when they entered the witness-box, they were bound by 
their oath to declare the truth and the whole truth. If this information had been before the 
Court, it alone would have been suflicient to convince the Jury of the guilt of the 
defendants. : ¢

6. We are aware that an argument in favour of the fairness with which the Commissioners 
acted in this matter, may be drawn from the circumstance of their having forwarded to your, | 
Lordship, Narrain Row’s evidence, as taken by them entire; but we must beg leave to re-,_ ., 
mark, that you could have known nothing of the Molavee’s history, and conscquently, © 
could not have discovered the fatal conclusion to which the superscription upon. the paper. * 
led, and the Commissioners never expected that it would come to light: as to the rest, my‘ 
Lord, whatever ingenious reasonings may be employed upon this question, the simple un= 
disputed facts stand thus; viz. that Reddy Row’s claim, and his defence upon the trial,. 
rested almost wholly upon the integrity of the dufters; that a paper was produced by Reddy 
Row from the dufters, in support of his claim, with an apparently official superscription. 
upon it, in the Molavec’s hand-writing ; that the Molavee_ never was employed in the cut- + 
cherry of the durbar in the time of Omdut ul Omrah; That consequently auy paper. re+ 
garding Réeddy Row’s claim, with the Molavec’s writing upon it, must have been a fabrication 
designed subsequently to the death of the Omdut, and frauduiently interpolated into the 
dufters; that the Commissioners never examined the Molavee regarding this paper; and, 
that Mr. Russell, in his examination upon this paper on the trial of Reddy Row and Anunda 
Row, omitted to notice the Molavee’s superscription upon it, and thus kept the Jury igno- 
rant of a most important fact, which alone would have led to a complete discovery of the 
forgery. 

7. It still remains to show what were the contents of this documeyt, to which we attach . 
so much importance. It was a list of various bonds and encatnamalf8, purporting to have" - 
been executed by the late Nabob Omdut ul Omrah, belonging to Reddy Row and others* 
concerned with him, and among them, the bond which was the subject of trial, and papers — 
relating to it. One simple question to the Molavee (for he had not conspired with Reddy’ 
Row) at what time, and by what authority, he superscribed this list, would have compelled: 
the Commissioners to reject the claim. It appears, my Lord, from cxaminations taken sub~ 
sequently, that the Molavee, who was for some time the Dewan of the present Nabob, 
superscrived the list in question, and authorized it to be entered into the dufters, ‘in 
obedience to his (the present Nabob) Sawal, dated the 7th of August 1802, fonrteen 
months after the death of Omdut ul Oivrah, and. four years after the date of the forged 
bonds. 


“8. We have the honour to submit to your Lordship, that the aforementioned document 
(the prétended list of bonds) was quite sufficient to prove the falsity of Reddy Row’s claim, . 
if the Commissioners had effectually discharged their duty ;, that if they had once rejected “ 
this claim, as they would haye bees fully warranted in doing upon the evidence adduced, © 
as well for as against it, they would -have preventcd the trials, and all the obloquy that has 
been heaped upon three English Juries, who bave been stigmatized as having given false 
verdicts they weuld have prevented your Lordship’s application to the Legislature for an: 
act tu transfer from the Supreme Court of Judicature at Madras, to that of Bengal, the cog- 
Rizance of ail questions connected with the claims: on the late Nabobs of the Carnatic; 
which, bad it taken place, would have stamped indelible disgrace upon the whole settle- 
ment of Madras:—they would have prevented the dishonouring aspersion cest ge the whole - 
Settlement by’ thé learned Chief Justice, when he confidently asserted, in his Letter to the 
President of the Board of Controul, “ That fair trials were not to bé had at Madras, upon 
* cuestions régarding claims upon the Nabobs of the Carnatic” —They would have pre- 
vented the valuable birthright of Englishmen, the Trial by Jury, from being disregarded 
and set at nought :—they would have prevenied the extension of the most gracious and ex- 
cellent prerogative of the Crown to three undeserving objects; and they would have com- 
pletely checked that traffic in perjury, among a certain description of natives, regardiug 
claims before. them, instead of encouraging it, as they have done, by the sapport they so long 
gave to convicted forgers and perjurers. All these evils are incvitally to be ascribed to 
the misconduct.of the Commissioners, and accordingly we think it our duty to submit the 
foregoing facta, in. corroboration of the charges.we formerly preferred ta your Lordship in 
Council against the late Commissioners, Messrs. Parker, Goad, and Russell. 
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g- My Lord, without presuming to eee the wisdom and justice of the practice 
that-hes been: observed. through the whole of this calamitous controversy, of furnish- 


ig té the Commissioners and the Law Officers, copies of all our representations, and 


of withholding from us all knowledge of what they have alleged in their defence, and 
in rec¥imination agaist us; we beg leave to remark, thet if we had been equally furnished 
with copies of their representations and reports, we should have made the same discovery 
that we now have, three years and a half ago, and thus have obviated many of the evils that 
ye and this Settlement have had to deplore. : 


20. Your Lordship has been pleased to observe, that “no charge against the late or 
“ present Commissioners for neglect or breach of duty, has the slightest foundation.” The sub- 
stance ofthe charges we preferred against the late Commissioners was, that they had mani- 
fested so much partiality to Reddy Row, and a nest of notorious and convieted forgers and 
perjurers, that we could not confide in their adjudications. With the most perfect deference 
to your Lordship, this charge required no proof from us. The Commissioners admitged it 
and.defended it, not indeed that they countenance and protected forgers and perjurers, but 
“honest, innocent and persecuted men, convicted of forgery and perjury,” who they now 
acknowledge were actual forgers and perjurers: As to their motives for so doing, we never 
condescended upon them.—It was quite enough to alarm us, that they did countenance and. 
support such men. If they should say that their judgment had been misled, it will be ac- 
knowledging that they were deficient in one of the chicf requisites for persons in their 
situation,—a clear and sound judgment to discriminate truth from falsehood. We humbly 
submit to your Lordship, whether this acknowledged defect alone does not support the- 
opinion we had formed of their unfitness for the important situations in which they were 
placed. Other imputations against them were corroborative of this main charge. We 
¢harged them with throwing obstacles in the way of a thorough investigation of Reddy 
. How’s claim : when it was challenged as a false one, they have denied it, but the fact’ is 
» Revertheless notorious. They endeavoured to crush the opposition to’ Reddy Row’s claim 
in the. most effectual manner by prevailing upon Government to order a prosecution against 
the two witnesses, who had proved the fabrication of the forged bond, and bills uf 
indictment were in consequence preferred against them before three several Grand Juries, 
but uniformly thrown out. They at least cannot deny this fact ; and the inference, deducible 
; the repeated attempt and failure, is inevitable.. We charged them with refusing to 
furnish the forged bond to the Solicitor for the prosecutiun, when officially cafled upon for 
it: They have not denied this fact. Your Lontsip has seen a copy of their Letter refusing 
to give up the bond. We charged them with attending Reddy Row and Anunda Row on 
their trials, not ds mere auditors, but as, active. zealous assistants and advisers ; a conduct 
most undoubtedly inconsistent with their character of judges or arbitrators, and which we 
believe their warmest advocates condemned : They have admitted and detended it. We 
humbly submit to your Lordship, whether these “acts were not suflicieit to justify ovr 
charge against them of “ partiality.” We objected to them as acting under the influence 
of the Law. Officers: They have denied it. Perhaps it might be difficult to prove so inde- 
finite a charge; it must always be difficult to prove the precise degree of influence that 
ove mun exercises. oyer the mind of another; it can only be judged of by the interest 
of the.parties in the subject in question, and their general conduct regarding it. Upon 
this principle, knowing that the Law Officers were deeply interested in the fate of Reddy 
Row, and willing to believe that. the Commissioacrs were not, sceing how closely united 
the two were in all their proceedings relative to the matter in question, and how widely 
the latter deviated from the plain line of their duty, most anxiously exerting themselves to 
defend a claim upon a forged bond, which was the property of the former; we concluded 
that they were acting under their influence. If the conclusion was nota very logical 
one, at least it will be admitted, that under all circumstances, it was a very charitable 


one.

11, With the most profound submission and respect, we conceive that the charge of 
partiality formerly preterred by us, has been made out against the Commissioners, even 
upon their,own showing; and we fcel confident, that whatever may have been your Lord- 
ship’s opinion upon the subject hitherto, the facts now breught to your notice are sufticient 
to prove their gencral misconduct regarding the matter in question. 


12. Mr. Parry. declitics to join us in this Address to your Lordship, not ‘that he has 
my doubts of the newly discovered grounds: upon which we support the charges already 
ei et against the Commissioners, but because he thinks the present appeal unnecessary. 
We think otherwise. We think “it, my. Lord, of great importance, to ourselves as well 
ais to Government, to unfold as much as possible a subject that has involyed such unhappy 
discussions, and led to sach calamitous consequences, And we bey leave to add, that as 
the charges do ‘not rest upon our allegation, but upon the documents furnished by the 
Commissioners themselves, and by the Advocate General, it is quite immaterial how many 
signatures aré.aflixed to this Letier. It is sufficient that the facts are brought to your 
Lordship’s notice, and references given for the proof of then, 7

“Extract LETTER from the Court of Directors to the Government 6f Fort St. George, itt 
the Public Department ; dated 18th Pebraary 1807. 





2. WE send herewith a nuinbcr in the packet, a copy.of the deed by Which the fund: for: 
diquidating the private debts of the late Nabobs of the Carnatic, and the late Ameer ul~ 
‘Omrah, is established, and by which the rights of the creditors who are to participate in it 
iré regulated. You will observe by it, that we have been induced to extend the fund be, 
yond what we intended, and mentioned to you in-our Politicat Letter of the 23d November 
1803. Three lace 4o thousand star pagodas is the annital sum to be appropriated for that 
‘purpose from the Carnatic Revenues, if so much shall be realized therefrom, and received. 
iHto out Treasury at Madras ; the appropriation is to be made on the 15th of May if every 
year, and the first annual sum to be considered as due on the 15th May 1805; dnd wé are 
‘to alléw an-intercst, at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, upon each anriual sum, frdm the 
time of its becoming due, as before mentioned, until it is divided amongst the creditors, or 
otherwise appropriated under the provisions of the arrangement fixed by the deed. 


3--The deed itself explains every thing, that is to be done under it, we have therefore: 
only to require your particular attention to all its parts. You will see that the creditors are 
‘not to be entitled to any thing ill their debts have been investigated by Commissioners 
acting in England, and Commissioners who are to dct in India; and till they have been 
allowed by the former, we have to state to you, that one of the gentlemen named in the 
deed to act im England, has devlined the farther executiom of thie trusts reposéd' in’ him; and 
another Commissioner has: been appointed im his stead. Tie Commissioners acting in 
Engiand now, are Benjamin Hobhouse, ‘Thomas Cockburn, and Francis Horner, esquites ;

‘The Governor General in Council is also invested with 2 power to remove them at pleasure.

4. The Commissioners in England have made some progress in the business coth- 
atitted to theni, and‘ have alréady made several references to the Commissioners to act in 
India, to whom they have, by different conveyances, forwarded two original parts of the 
liquidation’ deed ; any persons claiming to be creditors of either of the Nabobs, or the 
Ameer, are at liberty to become parties to this instrument by exectiting it, and thereby they 
will beconi¢ eifitled-to participate in thé béifefits to result from: it, off the terms which it 
conteins. 

4.From the nature af the business to be performed by the Commissioners in India, 
stig is the wtost convenient placd for pee te exeeate their commission at; because they 
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can there have access to the Durbar Accounts, and because the evidence to. be adduced 


before them must in genefal arise there. ? 

. The remuneration to be made to the Commissioners in India, is to be determined upon 
by onr Governor General in Council at Fort William ; the amount of the remuneration so 
settled, ag.well as all the expenses incidental to the execution. of the trust comnyitted, to 
‘those Commissioners, will be to be paid by you; those incidental expenses inust be Jeft to 
the discretion of the Commissioners, who we hope will pay every deference to your advice 
with respect to them. We direct that the strictest economy shall never ‘be lost. sight of ; 
the Commissioners remuneration, and the incidental expenscs, must be carried to account, so 
as that one moiety may be borne by us, and that the other imoicty may be debited to the 
fund provided for the liquidation of the debts. 














7. As the investigation must have beeu nugatory, unless the Commissioners had been

and bad been authorized to administer oaths; and uni the oaths adwinistered by Magi-

Sir, ° - 

‘I Recerven your Letter of the 17th July, communicating ‘to me, by direction of the 
‘honourable the Govemor in Council, one addressed to Government by Messrs. Abbott and 
Maitland, dated the rgth July, enclosing a Memorial to the honourable Court of Directors, 


in whieh the deaili-of Roya Reddy Row is announced, and shortly commented upon, 


; The’ same ‘fact, is stated, and the inference more fully dwelt upon, in the Letter of Mr. 
Maitland of the 29th June; upon the other parts of which, I remarked in my Leiter to you of 
yesterday’s date. : : 


. The detection of the true.character of Roya Reddy Row, is certainly a very mortif} ying 
Aliscpvery to those who had in any shape placed. confidence in him, or had been engaged in 
hus 
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_his-cause, or given him.support. When I have said, it is mortifying ta them to have found 
-this man so wholly unworthy of their ggod opinion, I have said“all that arises out of it. 


The gentlemen who now address Government, for the purpose of communicating the de~ 
tection and fate of Reddy Row, have in the most decisive manner fixed, not only the fact 
and the manber of hiy self-destruction, but also the motives which led him to uence 
npon it: These they state to be, his dread of the loss of the too powerful protection which 
he had hitherto enjoyed, added to his despair of escaping tie legal effects of the two verdicts 
found against him. As to the latter cause, I shall only say, that L donot believe that to 
have had any influence in forming his determination. “If i could believe that it had, that 
‘opinion would diminish very much, in my judgment, the evidence of guilt arising from the 
desperate act. Neither was it the mere dread of the loss of protection that swayed him ¢ it 
would have been more candid in these gentlemen to have stated, that he had actually been 
thrown off, and his infamy proclaimed, by those whom he had befure imposed upon, 


The inference from this occurrence is stated, in the Letter before me, to be such, that it 
would: be impertinent to point it out. 


This expression, as addressed to Government, and coming, not from lawyers, (for the 
word impertinent has a technical meaning, different from its common acceptation, wlren con- 
nected with the previous occurrences regarding this maa,) can only be considered as implying, 
that the inference would be so strong against the former acts of Government, that it could: 
uot be stated in terms consistent with respect. < 








Mr. Maitland, in his Letter of the 29th June, has drawn very s rongly another part of the 
supposed inference from the same fact, as vindicating the propricty, justice and wisdom. 
of bis own conduct formerly as a Magistrate, in the commitment of Reddy Row, and the 
correctness of his subsequent conduct as a prosecutor. 





..- My object in this paper is, to consider the true conclusion which ought tobe drawn fromi 
the detection of Reddy Row, and his self-destruction, in respect to the preceding conduct of 
these gentlemen, on the one side, and of Government, on the other. , i 


The merits of the late trials are still before the King ; he will award upon them (as the 
Supreme Court here did) upon the facts as they then stood in evidence, without any colour- ° 
ing from subsequent events or discoveries. The conduct of those who preferred the’ 
charges, and of those who resisted them, of the Juries, and of the Judges in deciding upon”.

submit. Ifit shall be determined that the evidence was sufficient to su port the convic+ 
tions, execution will be awarded; and it will follow, that the suspension of that execution way 
erronecus.

‘The only question raised by the late event is, as to the retro- 
spective confirmation it gives to the information which these gentlemen before communi+ 


catedagainst Reddy Row, and the conduct of those who declined to act upon that information, 


In order to connect the late event with the former proceedings, these gentlemen refer to @ 
passage in their Memorial to the Right honourable the Governor General in Council, dated.. 
Sth January 1809, in which they charged Reddy Row with numerous frauds, and among 
others, with practices of the same nature with those ef which the Commissioners have now 
discovered him tohave been guilty; but they were so farfrom offeriugany evidence insu pport 
of this charge, that the Memorial contained an admission (para. 5.) that they could not pledge 
thetnselves to adduce precise legal proof of those practices, the assertion being (in para’ 4.) 
only made from information, and evidently not from original and precise information of par- 
ticular facts, for with such they could have been in no difficulty to furnish legal proof. It - 
was evidently therefore to be considered as a mere rumour. 7 


The parties who stated this rumour, were avowedly interested in the result of the inyes- 
tigations before the Commissioners ; but how far their interests, or the interests of others, ; 
who might have originated or propagated the rumour, might be concerned in discrediting 
Reddy Row, could not be calculated. 


_Paupiah, who appeared the first accuser against Roya Reddy Row, was himselfa cJaimant, 
against the Fund, or had disposed of claims to the amount of nearly a million sterling ; “his, 
character was infamous, and there was no doubt that with such claims at stake, he would: 
hayelitte difficulty in spreading any report which might tend to shake the credit of those 
who should oppose his claims: his character however was sufticiently notorious to destro} 
the effect of any rumour which might be supposed to answer his purposes; and it is obser= 
sable, that inthe Memorial of sth January 1800, Paupizi is the person first mentioned “is « 
having given credit to and acted upon that rumour. : :

Among the avowed propagators of the rumour in the Memorial, Mr. Abbott, besides: al 
his owt claims, was avowedly the agent, upon a high commission, of one of the. Nabob’s 
family,.claiming aiso nearly a million sterling against the fund. - It is impossible net to see, 
that all who bad to exercise any discretion regarding those discussions, were. such claims 
ever depending, were bound to be cautious in Tecciving information, and more especially 
anére rumours tending to discredit the person most able to give correct information, and to 
whom the Commissioners, by the common assent of all parties in the deed of agreement, 
were directed to apply for assistance, Pe” ie 
158, : 
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«J alwayg treated, and gtill consider the statement of these rumours in the Memorial, as 
-having been net merely unfitto be acted upon, but highly itaproper and open to strong sus- 
-picion. Roya Reddy Row had been convicted upon one indictment, upon which a motion 
sfor a new.tripl was then pending, and two other indictments were still. to be tried. All men 
-ought to bave felt at that period the sacred obligation of Justice, to leave tothe accused the 
‘benefit ofa fair trial before a Jury, unprejudiced by any extraneous impressions, but mere~ 
-especially free from the effect of rumours, the truth of which was. then problematical. It 
could not be seriously expected that the Governor General would attend to, or act upon such 
-rumcurs, by removing the Commissioners, as prayed by the Memorial; aud I see no other 
object that could be intended by stating these rumours in that Memorial, except to 
"give them currency and weight. In my Letter of 16th January, I observed upon the-pro- 
-bable effect of their being successfully propagated, and generally believed, ameng those of 
avhom the Jurics must be composed in this:confined Settlement. I see no reason for res ~ 
-tracting. those observations, upon the subsequent discovery of the real guilt of Reddy Row. ~ 





Ttis a verv general opinion among many, who suppose themselves to know the native cha- 
wracter better than 1 fear f yet do, although I still trust and believe it is not universally erue, 
“that if opportunities of committing fraud have been given to a native, the probability is very 
strong that he has availed himself of them. Ifa charge of actual crimimality were made, 
ewithout any other foundation than this calculation of the probable event, the injus- 
-tice of -making it would not be diminished by the correctness of the calculation, nor 

by the subsequent corresponding result. The accident, of the statement coinciding with 

ithe subsequent event, may iudeed often have the effect of concealing the total want of 
-any grounds of knowledge at the time to authorize it; but where the want of proof, and 
«of precise knowledge, is confessed, 1 co not see how the subsequent event tends to diminish 
»the-inpropricty of a statement made at randoin against a party abvut to be tried. 


The -gentlemen.who gave weight and form to these rumours, by embodying them in a 
‘Memorial, pointed out. no author of them: They stated 0 one fact or circumstance 
swhich the origin of the reports can now be traced, or connected with the late discoveries, 
except by the resuit. The hostility and the natorious character of Paupiah even pointed 
égui a prebabie source of such rumours, without any presumable foundation in truth, 


When Mr. Maitland represents the late detection as having vindicated the justice and 
«wisdom of bis conduct 2s a Magistrate, in committing Reddy Row, he does not explain 
show-that effect is produced. If he had stated distinetly, that in resolving upon that mea- 
-sure, hé.did not form his opinion upon the mere examinations of the witnesses produced 
-peloxe hin, bat partly upon the reports to which he gave belict, although not then capable’ 
+f proof, and had claimed merit from the subsequent verification of those reports, as vindi-. 
seating the justice of his act,the proposition would at least have been consistent and intel- 

~dligible; aud 1 do not sec how the subsequent discovery can at all tend to vindicate hie 
:prier-conduet, unless that conduct be acknewledged to have proceeded upon the circum- 
Stances aythenticated by that discovery. 


Tt is-equally evident, however, that such an avowal would be an acknowledgment of 
‘high misconduct in a Magistrate, and no one seems more sensible of this than Mr. Maitland 
in this Letter. He distinguishes the motives of his conduct at the various periods, claimin 
tu bis acts as a magistrate, the general merit of a conscientions discharge of duty, an 
cautiously comining to his subsequent proceedings, the influence of ais conviction of the 
jumerous frauds of the man whom be soon afterwards joined in prosecuting. 





‘This cautious distinction as to the motives by which-the conduct of a Magistrate should 
be regulated, points out, and seems to recognize, the principle, that the rumours against 
‘Ready Row, however strong, could not, before being confirmed by proof, be admitted to 
-dnfluenee any judicial’ or magisterial act, without a violation of duty. 


. I should next procced to trace the consequences ef :the-lite discoveries, as affecting the

Ty becomes my duty to bring to the notice of your honourable Board, that the last 
Sessions of Oyer and ‘lerminer was opened by Sir Thomas Macnaghten, by an address to. 
‘the Grand. Jury, which, with their answer, has since been published by his authority in the 

Government Gazette, exposing in strong colours the infamous practices of Mr. Brodie 
and others, under the cloak of judicial proceedings. The concluding paragraph of the 
' Judge’s speech, having called upon the Law Officers of Governinent, in pointed terms, to take 
measures for bringing to justice the parties alluded to, I have to request the instructions of 
your honourable Board, upon the subjcct ; having howeverat present little further information 
‘to offer concerning it than what may be collected from the charge of the Judge. 


‘The manner in which the Law Officers of Government arc mentioned in the charge, may 
render it proper for me to observe, that the turn of occurrences and of the public feelings in 
the Settlement, appeared to me to have precluded me from proposing, with advantage wo the 

‘Public, any measures which might by possibility be represented as tending to check the 
prosecution of the guilty durbar servants of the full detection of their guilt; and I am

; alse appear from these papers, that when, by the above mistake of Mr. Brodie, the 

Comunissioners saw their way, and began their examination into the chain of frauds confessed 
dy their servants, the first item of spurious cntvies in the dufters, acknowledged by the in- 
formertof Mr. Brodie, Runga Row and Soondar Row, when questioned by the Commis- 
signers, was an entry of bonds for above four iacs of pagodas, (besides interest) in favour 

+ of Panpiah, all dated 12th July 1797; and upon reierence to the printed lists of claims, it 

; will be found that nearly one half in value of these bonds of that date, amounting to one 
lac‘and ninety thousand pagodas (besides interest) are claimed under Mr. Brodie’s house for 
their ereditors. Until this accidental discovery of the information possessed by Mr. Brodie, 
these frauds do not appear to have been known to the Commissioners. Mr. Brodie’s proposal 
to be appointed in place of the Commissioners, to enquire into and point out the frauds 
against the fund, naturally would, if acceded to, have had the effect of enabling him to prevent 
any from being detected, except such as he might chuse to bring to’ fight; and it is im- 
possible to ascertain with precision, whether tbat extraordinary proposition was intended to 
answer good or bad purposes. I understand, indeed, that Mr, Brodie had before impeached 
‘another bond, in which his house held a similar interest, yet the proposal cannot be divested 
of suspicion, when it is discovered that Mr. Brodie was so deeply interested in the conse- 
quences of carrying on the concealinent which he actually had practised ; and the numerous 
misrépresentations of which, in other points, he has been shewn to be guilty, afford the most 
just test of his intentions, if otherwise doubtful. 


The papers furnished by the Commissioners, also show the circumstance, so strongly re- 
-probated ee the Judge in his charge, as to the extraordinary change in the evidence of 
Narrain Row, after the communication with an agent of Mr. Brodie ; this, and the heavy 
echarges contained in the speech of the learned Judge, would anly be weakened in effect, 
_by being recapitulated here, 


Under the circumstances ‘thus brought to my notice by the charge of the learned Judge, 
A feel it to be my duty to submit to the consideration of your Honourable Board, whether 
Mr. Brodie ought, under the present circumstances, to be recognized as Register of the 
Carnatic Debts ; upon his claim to which, the Carnatic had occasion to report my opinion 
‘to Government on the 24th day of December last. No orders having been received from 
the Court of Directors regarding Mr. Brodie’s appointment, there does not appear to be

.claim as four lacs of pagodas having been entered at one tine in the duttcrs, on behalf of* 
Panpish, the first prosecutor of Reddy Row, it seems impossibie not to observe that the 
-soupdiess of the opinion originally found by the Commissioners, as to the object of hjs 
prosecution, stands distinctly confirmed. Other claims of Paupiah, to a large amount, lad 
been impeached by Reddy Row. What had led these rival swindlers to become the accusers 
of éach other, it is difficult to ascertain; and indeed, from their employing the same agents 
in theif frauds (the confidential ofticers under Reddy Row, and who are now the informants 
éf Mr..Brodie,) it is probable that they had originally been confederates in villany, 
‘Probably the enormous amount of the frauds of Panpiah, and the infamy of his character, 
had startled his ooadjutor, and Reddy Row seems to have anticipated Jess danger from 
his hostility, than from the suspicion which would attach to his friendshin, and to those 
who supported. his frauds. It is impossible that Paupiah, the owner of forgeries to the 
amoint of many lacs, could, for the sake cf justice to the reai creditors, have prosecuted 
the durbar servants, however guilty. If tiese discoveries, now detected by the unintentional 
disclosure of Mr. Brodie’s information, are correct, as the Commissioners believe, and I bave 
no doubt they are, so far as they go, the only possible move of Paupiad in prosecuting 
Reddy Row, must have been the refusal of the latter to support hia villanies. Dost this was 
precisely the. view in which the Commissioners saw that prosecution against Re:ldy Row, 
and:upoa the ground of which, they considered bim catitled to their support, and to that 
of the Government. If ove of their servants, however houest and deserving, in their opinion,

It is therefore superfluous and unnecessary to search for any extraordinary causes for 
the opinions upoo which the Commissicners acted. The strength of Reddy Row consisted 
in the infamy opposed to him; and if he had hitherto escaped detection from other sources, 
the conduct of Mr. Brodie would have becn most likely to complete what Paupiah had 
began,—in establishing the character of him whom they distinguished by their enmity.

.1. WE have the honour to transmit to your honourable Court, a Copy of a Letter from 
-tle Advocate General, dated 31st January 2811, with its enclosures. 


2. The first object of this Letter from the Advocate General, was, to bring to our notice 
-the. charge delivered by Sir Francis Macnaghten to the Grand, Jury, at the late sessions of 
Oyer.and Terminer ; and to. request our orders regarding the prosecution of Mr. Brodie, 
upon the grounds pointed out in the charge, which .we accordingly resolved to direct, 
provided the Advocate General should be of opinion that there were sufficient legal 
grounds to. support it. 


3. ‘The Advocate General has also pointed out the impropriety of the Government 
:wecognizing Mr. Brodie as Register of the Carnatic Debts; and has recommended that 
Mr. Brodie’s conduct in the several particulars referred to us in his Letter, may be sub- 
-mitted: to the consideration of your Eocourable Court,:together with the claims which Mr. 
:Brodie has preferred to hold the office of: Register. 


_4. Mr, Brodie’s first application to be recognized as Register of the Carnatic Debts, nog 
waa by a Letter dated 26th July 1810, which, with its enclosure, is herewith. transmitted. a 


5. On ‘the receipt of that application, it was judged expedient by the Government, te 
_apply for information to the Carnatic Commissioners, a copy of-whose answer accompanies —_No. 3. 
this Letter. The opinion of the ‘Advocate General was taken upon the application, a copy 

of whigh is also transmitted, and which was against the recognition of the claim, upon the No. 4. 
documents then produced. Mr. Brodie afterwards laid before us a second application ‘to ' 
_the same effect, but supported by documents which, being referred -for the opinion of the- 
Advocate General, were by him reported to be sufficient proofs of Mr. Brodie’s appoint- 


ment.—Copies of those several documents are annexed, Nos. § & 6. 


6. ‘We had intended:to comply with the advice of the Advocate General, in recognizing 
Mr. Brodie.as Register, but the execution of that intention was prevented by the address of Sir 
Francis Macnaghten to the Grand aary 3 which, with the other objections to Mr. Brodie’s 

-account, pointed out in the Letter of the Advocate General, that officer has-requested :may 
‘be submitted to your honourable Court, as having the power, under the deed between the 
Company and the creditors of. the Carnatic, to dismiss the Register if already appointed. 


. The situation of Mr. Brodie, charged with the criminal line of conduct stated, .and , 
the falsehoods detected by the Judge, appeared to involve serious doubts as to the pro- 
_priety of investing him with an office, which might give facility to his future practices, . 
fy the appearance of official authority, and reward one whom the.Judge has pointed .out 
.for prosecution and punishment. ° 


8. The Advocate General has also, for.the same .purpose, called our attention to-the 
accusation before preferred by Mr. Brodie against Mr. Orme, the Solicitor to Government, , 
and indirectly against the Advocate General, in his Letter of 19th October 1810, and to. 
the answer to it contained in the Letter of the Advocate Gencral of goth November, with | 
the Letter from the Company’s Solicitor Mr. Orme, and other enclosures in that Letter, * 
All these papers were before transmitted to your honourable Court, with the Letter from * 

-our Secretary, dated 15th December 1810: Upon the ground. of these documents, the Advo- 
eate General. states it to have. been before.ia his contemplation to submit to the .consi- 
deration of Government, whether Mr. Brodic, after being detected in such gross misrepre- . 
sentations, was @ fit person to hold any office of trust; and explains his reasons for havin, 
resolyed not to propose any objections against Mr. Brodie,-until the charge of the Judge . 
at the last sessions called upon hie to proceed against Mr. Brodie. : , 


9. On the subject of Mr. Brodie’s charge against Mr. Orme, we beg to refer your horour« 
able Court to the 5th, 6th, and 7th paragraphs of the Letter of the Carnatic Commissioners, 
dated 22d December 1810, transmitted to your Secretary with a Letter from our Secretary, 

_dated the 3ist December; and the Advocate. Genera! has in a Letter, enclosing his Letter . 
of gist January, furnished another document upon the same subject, svhich is also-- 

-enclosed. ~ : s : 

19..1n submitting the conduct of Mr. Brodie for our consideration, the Advocate General. 
bas drawn our attention.to the systemutic opposition to the measures of the Commis 
sioners, which Mr. Brodie appears to avow, although directed by the deed to act under ~ 
their directions, and ha’ produced documents furnished by him to the Commissioners, to. ° 
show that Mr. Brodie lias been guilty of peculiar misconduct, in not cominunicating to ’ 
them the information which he possessed, as to. forgcries and trauds confessed by their * 


pe ade 
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servants, withholding the discovery from the Commissioners, under the excuse that the 
confessions were made to him in confidence, and in allowing the Commissioners. to. con- 
tinue, under ignorance of those confessions, to employ, and to act upon the information of 
those servants, until the truth was disctosed by an oversight of Mr. Brodie, more fully 
explained in the Letter of the Commissioners of the z2d December 1816, before noticed. 
The snspicivits arising from sich concéahments on the part of Mr. Brodie, are pointed ott 
dy the Advocate General, as being increased by the subsequent discloswve made by those 
guilty servants, upon the examination before the Commissioners, in which they pointed 
out, dg the first item of fraudulent interpolation in the list of bends im the dufters of the 
Carnatic Debts, the entry of nine spurious bonds, amounting to four lacs of pagodas (besides 
interest) in favour of Paupiah Braminy, of which, nearly one half are stated to bave been 
since claimed by ereditors of Mr. Brodie’s late partnership, under assignments from them. 
The detection of this great fraud, in which he was so deeply interested, is shown to have 
beett the mmmediate comscquence of the anintentional disclosure of Mr. Brodie’s infor- 
auation, from the servants who had perpetrated the fraud. “ 


11. The suspicions arising from this concealment, are much strengthened by the very 
singalar proposition contained in Mr. Brodic’s Letter of 19th October, above noticed, that 
* he Should be authorized to institute an investigation into the frauds committed by the 
Durbar sérvatits, and others engaged in forging bonds, and falsifying the records. The 
evident effect of this proposal, if acceded to, would have been to enable Mr. Brodie to. con- 
ceal such frauds as he, or the persons concerned with him, were iaterested in; and his 
actual concealment from ‘the Commissioners, of the information which he admits that he 
possessed,.raises.every presumption against the intentions which he evtertained in making 
such an extraordinary proposal. In the same Letter, he adverts to the discoverics made by 
the Commissioners, of the impositions which had been practised upon them, and admits that 
at last they are ready to listen to the truth; whatever pretence, thercfore, he might before 
have suggested for not communicating to the Commissioners the extent of his discoveries, 
from the unwillingness which he then accased them of showing to believe any thing against 
their servants, his own admission of their late change of sentiments, takes from him any 
such excuse in concealing from them the key to this important chain of information, When 
we proceed to point out how directly the late discoverics operate to prove the correctness of 
those former measures of the Commissioners, which Mr. Brodie and his adherents have so 
Jong and so yiolently reprobated, another reason will be found for his intended conceal- 
ment,.scarcely less forcible in.its operation apes a factious and troublesome mind, than the 
Strong personal interests which were to be affected by the discovery. 


12. With reference to the conduct of Mr. Brodie, we further beg to draw the attention of 

~ *  “yyour honourable Court to the declaration of the Commissioners, in their Letter of 22d 

December abeve’referrcd to (pata. 5.) that no part of the evidence of the witnesses brought 

forward by Mr. Brodie (who for the most part, by their contradictions and inconsistencies, 

jhad rendered themselves totally unworthy of belief) had operated in producing in their 
aninds the conviction of the guilt of the late Reddy Row. 


13. The atrival of the pardon of His Majesty to John Batley, Roya Reddy Row, and 
Anuhda Row,.is also noticed in the postscript to. the Letter of the Advocate General of the 
31st January. 


14. This event having brought to a final conclusion the questions upon the trials of those 

exsons, we beg to point out to the particular notice of your Honourable Court, the com- 

MuMications which have been received by us since the ttials took place, upon the subject of 
those prosecutions, as well as of other intervening events connected with them, 


“15. Our Secretary, iti a Letter dated the 2oth Septcthber last, transmitted to the Secretary 
46 your Honourable Court, a Letter from Mr. R. A. Maitland, dated the 29th June, and 
another, with a Memorial, from thé.same person, and Mr. W. Abbott, dated 13th July last, 
sfatitig thé suicide of Roya Reddy Row, and also the Letter of the Advocate General, dated 
ath Séptertiber, in attswer to them. 


+16. The Memorial of Messrs. Abbott and Maitland, states the event to have taken place 
in consequence-of the discoveries made by the Carnatic Commissioners, of the frauds prac- 
tised by RoyaReddy Row ; the inevitable inference from which event, they represent to be 
such, that it.would be impertinent in them to point it out, and merely rcicr to a former 
Address from them to, the Right honourable the Governor General in Council, dated 5th of 
Jannary:r809, in which they tiad charged Roya Reddy Row with the guilt of the very 
practices-which the Commissioners had since discovered. The Letter fron Mr. Maitland 
was Of a similar tendency. 

.17. The answer of the Advocate General was professedly intended to point out the true 
inférences which ought to be drawn from the detection of Reddy Row, in respect to’ the 
préceding-conduct of all. parties connccted with the former trials. . 


-28.. He observed, that the merits of the late trials were still before the King, whose de- 
cision-upen them would be regulated by the facts as they then stood in evidence, without 
any. colouring from subsequent -events or discoveries ; that the conduct of those who pre- 
ferred the charges, and of those who resisted them, of thesJuries and of the Judges in de- 
cidingsupor them, would be examined, and decided upon by the highest authority, to which 
all were bound. to submit ; that if it should be determined ‘that the evidence was sufficient 
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to support the eonvietions, execution would be awarded, and it would follow that the sus~ 
pension of that execution was erroneous; but that if the opinicn*of the Court, should be 
eoatinned, and pardons granted, or the prosecutions be directed to be stopped, that deter~ 
‘mination would be equal fy conclusive : and in either case, it would be indecent in any purty 
“to argue upon the merits of the case, after such final adjudication ; and that the only ques~ 
-tion whieh could be-raised, by the detection and death of Roya Reddy Row, related to the: 
retrospective confirmation which it gave to the information before given by Messrs. Abbots 
and Maitland against. Reddy Row, and the conduct of those who declined to act upon it. 
He observed, that the information was admitted by the parties theinselves, in communicating 
it, to have been at that time unsupported by any precise legal proof, being evidently merely’ 
a.rumour stated by persons, all avowedly interested, to an enormous amount, in the effect to 
be produced by it; and amongst others, by Paupiah, who besides a higher stake than any 
others, from the superior amount of his claims, was marked by a judgmentinyolying infamy. 
He stated that it was impossible that those rumours could have been expected to be acted 
upon by the Commissioners, or by the Governor General; that the Memorial containing 
:them, could only therefore be intended as a more convenient and effectual mode of propa- 
gating reports against the persons whose trials were then approaching, for the purpose of | 
prejudicing the minds of the Public, and of the juries; ana that the subsequent discovery 
of the truth of. the aceusation, did not diminish the impropriety of circulating such rumours, 
. for such a purpose, when their truth was not ascertained. He pointed out the true inference 
. arising from the zeal and candour with which the Commissioners had traced, and at last 
Aetected, the frauds of Reddy Row, to be, the presumption, that ifinstead of a mere ruthour, 
open to every suspicion, Messrs. Abbott and Maitland had before produced proof in support 
_of their original assertion, the same weight would have been given to it then, as was given 
_afterwards to the.evidence of his guilt, obtained by the discovery of the Commissioners 
-themselves ; and that if the evidence upon the cases then under reference to the King, had 
been such as ought to have destroyed their confidence in Reddy Row, it would have had 
- that effect; as completely and readily..as the subsequent discoveries. = 








In the Letter of the gist of January 1811, the Advocate General drew our attention to 
the conclusions arising from the subsequent discoveries pointed out in that Letter, and 
particularly, in adverting to the discovery of sa large a spurious claim-as four lacs of 
- pagodas having been entered at one time in the dufters on behalf of Paupiah, the fisst 
Boras of Reddy Row. He observes, that the soundness of the opinion originally formed 

y the Commissioners, as to the object of .his prosecution, stands. distinctly confirmed 
-by this discovery; that other claims of Paupiah to a large amount, had been before ima 
peached by Reddy Row, that it.was difficult to ascertain what had induced these rival 
swindlers to become the accusers of each other; and that from their employing the same 
assistants in their frauds (the confidential officers under Reddy Row, and who are now 
the informants of Mr. Brodie,) it is probable that they had originally been confederates. 
-in villany ; that, probably, the encrmows amount of the frauds ef Paupiah, and the. 
infamy of his character, had startled his co-adjutor, and that Reddy tow seems to 
have anticipated Igss danger from bis hostility, than from the suspicion whieh would 
attach to his friendship, aud to those who sopported his frauds; that it is impossible 
that Paupiah,. the owner of fergeries ta the amount of many lacs, could, for the sake ef: 
justice to the real creditors, have prosecuted the durbar servants however guilty; thao 
under the discoveries now detected by the unintentional disclosure of Mr. Brodie’s infore. 
mation, the only possible motive ascribable to Paupiah in prosecuting Reddy Row, must: 
have been the refusal of the latter to support his villanies; and that this was precisely the view 
in which the Commissioners saw that prosecution against Reddy Row,.and upon the ground of 
which they considered him entitled to. their support, aud to that of the Government. He 
observed, that if one of the servants of the Commissioners, however hanest and bawexer 
deserving in their pinion, had been the object of prosecution by avy.one, from mere. 
private motives, however unjust and rancorous, it is not probable’ that they would baye 
called upon the Government to lend its assistance for his defence; for taat although, by: 
the Jaw of England, a.master is entitled to. support his servant, without being lable to the” 
penalties of mamtenance, yet he should not. upon ‘a mere private quarrel have expected, 
that interference ; that the ground upon which the Commissioners obtained the aid of 
Government to defend Reddy Row, was their clear conviction that the charge against 
hin was only a recrimination, for the purpose of preventing his giying to the Commissioners: 
‘that information which wonld lead to the detection of Paupiah's trauds; that whatever’ 
his merits otherwise might be, they saw that he. suffered that prosecution from doing his*- 
duty to them ; and that the evident object of it was, to: deter him from the petformance 
of that duty, or to incapacitate him from the discharge of it, by-a sentence of infamy 5 
and they thought that aganist such a prosecution, for such an object, he was eutitied 
to their support; and that upon the same grounds, the Government granted the aid. 
solicited by the Commissioners. That a blind confidence in the immaculate character of 
Reddy Row, was not the ground of their interference; that if indeed they had seen then 
suthcient ground to believe him guilty, they would not have been jJustificd in averting the 
"blow of justice from whatever hand it came; and that it was mortifying now to nd that 
he was so wholly undeserving of the support.to which he had then appeared to be entitled ;: 
but that the ground upon which that’ support was granted, stands confirmed by the same- 
chain of detection by which his infamy is brought to light; that before, there might have 
heen. doubts ‘ag ta-the obiects. of: Panniah. ther he: michr have icinimed wwith-Ren Renda 
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claimant of four lacs of pagodas (or with interest, about six lacs) which he knew to be 
forgeries, could have but one object in prosecuting the public officer, who knew and refused 
to conceal his frauds; and that the principles upon which the Commissioners formed their 
opinion, are thus confirmed by the subsequent discoveries. ‘The Advocate General further 
observed, that it was therefore superfluous and unnecessary to search for any extraordinary 
causes for the opinion upon which the Commissioners had acted; that the strength of 
Reddy Row consisted in the infamy opposed to him; and that if he had hitherto 
escaped detection from other sources, the conduct of Mr. Brodie would have heen’ most 
likely to complete what Paupiah had begun, in establishing the character of him whom 
they distinguished by their enmity. .

Copy of a LETTER from S. T..Goad, esq. one of the Commissioners for Carnatic 
Debts at Fort St. George, to the Governor General in Council; dated the 4th April 
1812. 


Extract Fort St. George Public Consultations, 14th April 4812. 


' “To the Right honourable Gilbert Lord Mizto, Governor General, Xe. &e. 
My Lord, 


AS there is no other Commissiener now resident here to whom the Letter addressed to 
-your Lordstiip by Messrs. Parry, Abbott, and Maitland, under date the 12th instant, ap- 
plies, it falls to my Jot to make a few observations upon it. This I do, more from other 
considerations, than. from feeling it necessary, for fam convinced yeur Lordship in Council 
will at once discover the weakness and -the fallacy of this new attack upon the Com- 
anissioners. 


‘9, Lshould-think myself highly culpable, were I, if so disposed, to submit to your Lord- 

‘ship ‘that which sould involve a controversy on the parts af the address in question, which 
-T cannot but consider gross and indecent. But however offensive it may be in itself, iam sure 
it will be your Lordship’s opinion, that it cannot in this respect attach to the Commissioners ; 
I persuade myself therefore, that my conduct will be approved, when I leave it to its owa 
natural operation. 


g. It is I believe as well known to your Lordship as to the Gentlemen who have ad- 
dressed you, that-we have not any judicial power, but that our duty is confined to the task 
-of taking evidence, and of suggesting such conclusions as we think fairly inferible from 
it. I presume to say, that in taking the evidence, we have proceeded with diligence and care; 
and hee in drawing our inferences, we have acted with deliberation and integrity. We do 
not pretend to be infallible in our judgment, even upon that which has been brought before 
‘us, much less do we pretend to have taken events into our consideration -before they had 
happened, and which might not ever have occurred. But so long as -your Lordship shall 
believe that we awere’ anxious-to get all possible light on the subject before-us, and con- 
Jscientious in forming the opinions which were conveyed to the Commissioners in England, 
1 am satisfied that you will not withdraw your favourable opinion from us, because we have 
not been gifted with divination, or even although we should-have erred in our judgment. 


4. Your Lordship will perceive, that the writers of the Letter in question seem .to assume, 
that our judgment is to be conclusive upon cach case, whereas we cannot in any case go 
beyond the mere expression of an opinion, that is always accompanied, to the Commis- 
ssioners in England, by the grounds on which it is formed. They have itin their power to get, 
through. the medium of the evidence, to their own conclusions ; and they do nat give to our 
reasoning, any greater consequence than in justice they believe them to deserve. 


5. I should not expect much attention from .your Lordship, if [used many words in 
 .expressing the.arguments by which the gentlemen who now address you, have ‘been led to 
conclude -that-the.conduct of the Commissioners was “decidedly culpable,” .even after 
giving those gentlemen credit for facts which do not appear. I trust it will be the opinion 
of -your Lordship, that a man may be decidedly correct.in having formed an opinion, al- 
though, from a refutation of the old, or an introduction of new evidence, he may be as 
correct in. varying, or even reversing his own judgment. Perverse and-obstinate must he be 
“who. would adhere to an opinion, after he had been satisfied that it was founded in error; 
distorted and depraved -must be the mind of him who could impute blame to another, be- 
-eause in founding his belief he had not rested upon facts which were not witbin his know- 
ledge, or who could pronounce another to .be decidedly culpable, because he bad not

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: 6, Ishould certainly, my Lord, feel much ashamed of having made use of dark insinuations 
of insidious attacks; I believe, however, that the opinions of the Commissioners, whatever 
they might have been, of the gentlemen in question, were never very anxiously concealed, 
nor very guardedly expressed. We did conceive that it behoved us tobe circumspect in 
our official intercourse with them ; but we did not anticipate that we should be charged with 
secresy and darkness and insidiousness, because we adopted the most open, the most public, 
and the only regular mode of expressing our sentiments. — oo 


7.:I might perhaps be thought to have said enough in answer to that part of the Letter 
which charges the Commissioners with not yielding to the verdicts of juries, when I had 
stated that the obligations of our duty could be discharged by adopting the opinions of 
others, and that we were bound to decide according to the best of our own judgment, however 
inferior it might be to that of those by which the writers of the Letter to your Lordship 
suppose we ought to have been directed. It cannot but be some consolation to us, when, 
in an indispensable compliance with our duty, we presumed to think for ourselves, that we 
did not depart from what was obviously right; that the evidence justified opposite conclu- 
sions, it would not; I think, be charitable to deny ; and.the Commissioners cannot, I conceive, 
be justly charged with contuinacy, with stubbornness, or with bigotry, in their notions of the 
case, seeing that they have been sanctioned by the opinion of the learned Jadge who tried 
the cause, by that of the Law Officers who defended it, by that of your Lordship in 
Council, to whom the evidence was submitted, and by that of His Majesty’s advisers, by 
whom a Pardon was recommended, after a consideration of all the circumstances, 


8. From the Letter of Messrs. Parry, Abbott and Maitland, it might be supposed that they 
expected your Lordship was to reverse the opinions which you had formed, and that a dis- 
tribution of censure and praise was now to be made, not upon the basis of your Lordship’s 
judgment, but according to their dictates ; although I will venture to say, that they have not 
urged a single reason why the sentiments of your Lordship should be varied with respect 
either to us or themselves. 


9. Before Tread the Letter of those gentlemen, it had not occurred to me that the merits 
of their conduct could be estimated by the validity or invalidity of Gopal Row’s bond, or 
by the guilt or innocence of Mr. Batley, or of Reddy Row, or of Anunda Row ; nor did I 
foresee that they could claiin credit for a crime, arising out of another concern, which seems 
to have been perpetrated by Anunda, after he was out of their hands ; allhough indeed, 
when they intimate that your Lordship would have done them justice “ if you had not been 
“kept in ignorance of these events,” it might be expected that they would in candour 
have noticed the acquittal of Mr. Badey and the same Anunda Row, who were tried in the 
last Sessions of 1811, on a charge relating to the debts of the Nabobs of the Carnatic. Upon a 
subject which has excited so much of the care and solicitude of those gentlemen, it is im- 
possible that they should have been regardless of the transaction. 





10; It is not necessary for me to point out to your Lordship how those gentlemen have 
confounded ail the rules of reasoning. Your Lordship will no doubt perccive, that Mr, Bat- 
ley’s evidence on the first triai might have been true, and Anunda Row might have been 
guilty; and evenif Mr. Batley’s evidence was false, that Anunda Row might have been in+ 
nocent; that Anunda Row might, & might uot, have been cinployed at the durbar; and that 
he might, or might not, have been guilty of the charge, notwithstanding. 1t cannot follow 
-that Anunda Row was guilty of the crime of which these gentlemen indicted him, because 
he was afterwards convicted of another, which he is said not to have committed until atter 
the first had been decided. But if Anunda Row is to be said to have been guilty of one 
offence, because he was subsequently convicted of another, unconnected with it, what shall 
we infer from his acquittal of one, on a subsequent occasion, which was connected with that 
of which he was charged on the first trial? And if Anuuda Kew is to be Beld guilty of the 
first, because guilty of the second, shall we noi say that Mr. Batley was innocent of the first, 
because not guilty of the second f 








11. But, my Lord, although those gentlemen seem to have confused themselves into’ an 
opposite belief, I must take leave to state, that those are questions with which we have not 
any manner of concern, It is within the knowledge of your Lordship, that the Commis- 
stoners never thonght those gentlemen censurable ou account of any opinion, favourable or 
unfavourable, which they might have formed of the parties mentioned by them ; and if I 
were to admit that aman having committed acrime in 1811, was to be considered as having . 
been thereby convicted of a different one in 1808; and that fects, which did net exist until 
after the opinion of those gentlemen had been formed, could jastity the formation of those 
opinions, | should still be willing to submit to your Lordship, whether there is any thing in 
the Letter of those gentlemen relative to the case to whielr it professes to apply; and whether, 
even upon their principles, they ought in reason to expect any alteration in the sentiments 
‘of your Lordship in Council. 


12. I cannot conclude this Address withou t informing your Lordship in Council, that al- 
though noomplaints of want of diligence have been_ preferred against the Commissioners 
by any of the creditors (Messrs. Parry, Abbott and Maitland excepted,) this commission 
must continue several years longer, notwithstanding that Messrs. Parry, Abbott and Mait- 
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the Sth March 1800, ventured to assure your Lordship, that had the Commissioners applied 
fairly and impartially to business, unfettered by their extraordinary attachmeuts, they 
_would by that time have gone through the investigation of all the claims depending 
“before them. - ‘ :

The statement as to the subsequent conviction of Anunda Row for a cheat, is correct, 
His conduct exhibited the most extraordinary degree of effrontery and disregard of cha~ 
racter that [ have ever secn. 

Some observations in the Letter now before me, as to Mr. Batley, are not well founded, 
according to my recollection of fis evidence, but I do net see any reason for entering

Sir, 

Havsne learnt by private Letters from England, that my conduct in regard to the prose- 
‘eution against Roya Reddy Row and Anunda Row, has been most maliciously misrepre- 
sented to Government, J beg leave through you to present this Memoria] to the Honourable 
the Governor in Council, not for the purpose of justifying the commitment of the above 
persons ; because, if the verdicts of three Juries, composed of honourable, enlightened and 
. disinterested men, had not impressed the Honourable Board with an entire conviction of their 
guilt, the discovery of Roya Reddy Row’s multiplied frauds, lately made by the Commis- 
sioners, and his consequent self-destruction, must have put the question out of all doubt. 
Nor doI pretend to act upon public grounds in defence of the general interest of truth 
and justice, for my own. experience has taught me the vanity of such an attempt in an 
obscure individual ; my object is, to remove a false unpression, which his Honour in Council 
‘bas received from a mistatement of some particular facts and dates, and the inferences 
drawn from them; thereby to vindicate my own character, and to cbtain such redréss 
for the wrongs 1 have suffered, as the Hunouraye Board shall in its wisdom and justice

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Thave understood that the substance of the charge stated against me, was as follows; 
that Roya Reddy Row had given information to the Commissiohers, of a Nabob’s bond ior 
46,000 pagodas having been forged by Avadanom Paupiah Braminy, and others; that 
@ prosecution was accordingly commenced againt: these men ; that in erder to peo this 
prosecution, Paupiah trumped up a charge against Roya Reddy Row, for the forgery of a 
ond in favour of Gopaul Row, for 38,500 pagodas; that I was either leagued with Paupiah, 
or had otherwise a corrupt interest in POcuIne, the conviction of Reddy Row, and his 
yemoval. from’ the office of the Commissioners; that I in consequence aided and abetted 
Paupiah in this prosecution; that |. showed a criminal partiality in the examination of the 
case; and finally, that I was guilty of a flagrant abuse of my authority, in committing the 
defendants Reddy Row and Anunéa Row for trial, instead of those recommended for 
prosecution, for perjury against Reddy Row, by the Commissioners. 


I beg leave to repeat, that I do not consider any defence of my conduct, in committing: 
the above persons, necessary, because I humbly conceive, the propriety, justice and wisdom. 
‘of that commitment, have been vindicated by every succceding event, from the finding of 
the bill by the Grand Jury, down to the act of despair and violence lately committed upon 
himself by that unhappy man Reddy Row; and because, had I really been guilty of the 
flagrant delinquency imputed to me, I conceive jt would have been the duty of the Advocate 
General (a duty which he certainly would not have neglected) to file an information against 
me in the Supreme Court of Judicature, and thereby bring down upon me a just and legal 
punishment: in which case, I should not have been suffered to remain unmolested in my 
Office seven months after the offence; T shall therefore proceed to submit to his Honour in 
Council, a truc statement of the facts and dates connected with the prosecution, and counter 
prosecution above alluded to; and from the document which accompanies this Memorial, 
the honourable the Governor in Council will see that the case before submitted to him was 
precisely the reverse of the truth, and that in fact, the prosecution was not brought forward 
against Paupiab, until that against Reddy Row was well adyanecd. 


Towards the Jatter end of June, Mr. W. Light, the agent for Paupiab, entered his chal- 
lenge, at the office of the Commissioners, against the claim preferred by Reddy Row, upon 
the bond that was afterwards the subject of trial, and early in July Mr. Parry and Mr. 
Abbott were examined by the Commissioners upon the same side. Upon the 22d July, 
notice was given at the public office, of the prosecution against Reddy Row and Anunda 
Row, for the conspiracy to forge the same bond; and upon the same day, two informations 
were sworn before iny colleague Mr. Taswell, which deposed to the actual fabrication of the 
bond in question ; but the examination of the case not being concluded in his week, owing to 
the absence of some material witnesses, it devolved upon me, who was next in rotation: I 
wished, for obvious reasons, to avoid it, but 1 could not shrink from my duty. Laccordingly 
began upon the 25th July, by an application to the Commissioners to produce the forged 
pond in Court, with the informations taken before them in the investigation of the claim accom- 
panying. I have the honour to send you a Copy of their reply, dated the 26th July; and 
1 bee leave to call the honourable Board’s particular attention to the 4th paragraph of it, 
which expressly says, “ ''o show with what extreme caution every charge originating with 
Avadonym Paupiah deserves to be received, it may also be important to state, that @ 
prosecution for a forgery, is ut this moment about to be commenced against Avadanum Paupiah 
himself, by the order of Government;” so that it appears manifestly, upon their own showing, 
that twenty-six days after Paupiah had by bis agent chalicnged this claim of Reddy Row’s, 
and four ‘days after the procecdings had actually commenced against Reddy Row and 
Anunda Row, at the Justice’s office, the Commissioners were only ubout to commence a 
prosecution against Paupiuh. 

T beg leave likewise to call the attention of the honourabic Board, to the 3d paragraph 
of the same Letter, wherein the Commissioners say, “ We have accordingly thought it 
proper to submit a recommendation to the honourable the Governor in Council, that the 
Law Officers of Government be requested to ig our proceedings, aith a view to the 
institution of a prosecution against Avadaunun Paupiah and others, for conspiracy and 
perjury 3? by which it appears, as manifestly, that the prosccutioa for the perjury was still

To the Honourable the Court of Directors of the United East India Company, London. 


Honourable Sirs, 

1, WE beg leave with all humility and respect, to solicit your attention to the several Me- 
‘morials addressed by Mr. Parry and ourselves to your Honourable Court, and to the Right 
honourable the Governor General in Council, of which we take the liberty ta subjoin a list. 


2. As materially connected with the bela subject of these Memorials, we think it our 
_ duty to communicate to your Honourable Court, an important event that lately occurred in 
this Settlement. 


. 3» Roya Reddy Now, the guilty origin and cause of all the late unhappy discussions, and 
their more unhappy cousequences, destroyed himself by poison about a month ago. 


4. The immediate cause of this act of despair was, the discovery made by the Commis- 
sioners for investigating the Debts of the Carnatic, of several frauds and forgeries of which 
he (Reddy Row) was a conscious and corrupt abettor, if not the author and perpetrator. 


§. The dread of the loss of the too powerful protection which he had hitherto enjoyed, 
added to his despair of escaping the legal effects of the two verdicts found against him, de- 
termined him upon suicide. 


6. It would be impertinent in us to point out to your Honourable Court, the natural, the 
reasouable, the inevitable inference to be drawn from this fact. 


7. We shall therefore conclude with earnestly praying, that your Honourable Court will 
be pleased to re-peruse the 3d and 4th paragraphs of the Memorial we had the honour to 
address the Right honourable the Governor General in Council, under date the 5th January 
1809 ; in which we charged Roya Reddy Row with the guilt of the very practices which the 
Commissioners themsclves now acknowledge to have discovered.

1. Nor being honoured with any reply to my Letiers of the coth uliimo, and the 7th 
and igth instant, and being immediately to embark for Cochin Chiva, £ must beg the 
favour of you to lay this Letter before the honourable the Governor in Council. 





2. In the event of any papers being submitted to the honourab'e the Governor in 
Council by the Advocate General or the Comnuiissioners, upoa the subject of the above 
- Letters, which in anywise reflect upon mc, or-which may tend to protract the unfavour- 
able impression which been made upon his Honours mind regarding me, I most 
respectfully intreat his fonour in Council to suspend his judgment upon them, until my 
return, when I have no doubt his Honour will dircet copies of the same to be furnished me, 
that I may reply to them. 














3. Tam not aware that my refutation of the calumny, quoted in my Letter of the 2eth 
‘ultimo, can be eluded, becatse the letter from the Commissioners to. the Justices, under 
date the 26th July 2808, most incortestabiy cstablishes the fact, that the prosecution 
against Roya Redda Row had commenced many days belore that against Paupiak Braminy ; 
- consequently, any charge against me founded upon the converse of this proposition, falls 

to the ground. But, reflecting upon the various ways in which the motives and object of 
-me and of my friends, in the late proceedings, have: been misrepresented ; and, feeling most* 
_ puignantly their fatal success, L cannot but apprehend that the same arts may again be 
resorted to for the same ends. : 


4. With respect to the Commissioners, I have no particular reasen to fear it from 
them upon this occasion, because [ cannot conceive that my Lettcr of the 29th ultimo, 
applies to them with regard to the calumny there complained of, and I only adduced their 
Letter, to prove the bare fact of the dates of the prosecutions. Besides, I would fain hope 

. that the discoveries which these gentienen themselves have made regarding Roya Reddy 

Row, and his subsequent suicide, have opened their eyes very much, with respect to 
“the general merits of the late proceedings, and of the principal actors in them,-on the: one 
side and the other. 


5. But with respect to the Advocate General, I cannot hesitate to declare,. that every 
thing that comes from him upon this subject, should not only be received with great caution, 
but with absolute distrust. 


6. In the multiplicity of important-affairs that-comes before the honourable the Governor 
in Council, the fact may have escaped him, but it is meet and right that he should know, 
that the gentleman to whom the honourable the Court of Directors has entrusted the 
respectable and confidential situation of Advocate General, has abused his trust, and has 
wilfully and deliberately garbled and corrupted the text of a passage quoted froma 
Jaw authority, for the purpose of deceiving and misleading his honourabie employers. 


7. This is a very serious charge, and | am aware that it must Jead to very serious con- 
sequences to one of us; but fortunately for ine, the honourable the Governor in Council has, 
within his own reach, the means of immediately ascertaining the truth of it; for the docu- 
ment upon which I found it, and which contains in itse!f the proof of it, is upon the records 
of this Government.as well as upon those of the Government General, and before this 
time, I presume, upon those of the Honourable the East India Company in England. 


8. Whatever may have been the characters of the prosecutors, the jurors, the witnesses, 
.and the general complexion of the late trials, certaiuly it was no trivial thing to suspend, 
and for a considerable time render nugatory, the verdicts of three juries; at least the 
Advocate General thought this measure required some Justification, for in his letter to 
Government, dated 14th March 1800, containing observations upon two Memorials 
addressed to the Government Gencral by Mr. Parry, Mr. Abbott, and myself, he says 
“ great emphasis is laid.in these Memorials upon the characters of the jurors in the late 
“ trials, as if it had been attempted to call in question the purity of intention of the juries 
“ in any of them. I trust that it will ever be impossible to believe, that a body of twelve 
« British jurymen can act from improper motives, or give a verdict contrary to what in 
their conscience they believe to be right. To impute such motives to the late juries here, 
composed as they are known to have been, would be excusable orly in a inadman; but 
~ecorvectness is net the only qualification for-right judgment ; the yerdicts of juries are not

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* in onr law supposed to be, nor can in nature be, infallible. The losing party is in every 
“ case entitled in law, and,in common practice, to question the correctness of ‘the verdicts, 
“ without being understood to impute blame to the jurors. The judge is bound, equally 
“ with the jury, to exercise bis judgmeaf upon every ease. If the late verdicts appeared 
“ tothe judge to be such as ought to lead immediatcly to punishment, there can -be no 
: doubt of the line of his duty: if otherwise, the daty and the powers of the Court in that 
« case, ave no less clearly delined by one of the judges now upon the Bench in Engiand: 
«© What passes every day in this Court,” says Mr. dustice Grose, © will leave the subjects of

his perceiving it. But L may safely aflirm, that it is not within the verge of liman pro- 
bability (I may say possibility) that a man should by mere chance omit trom a passage that 
is totally foreign to the subject he is treating of, exactly so much as completely to alter 
‘the sense of the contest, and make it precisely tally with the drift and purpose of his own 
argument.

Reap the following Letters from the Advocate General : 


To the Chief Secretary to Government. 
Sir, 

I Recutven your Letter, communicating to me, by the direction of the honourable 
the Governcr in’ Council, one from Mr. Maitland addressed to Government, dated 29th 
ultimo, for the purpose.of enabling me to make such observations upon it as I might deem 
necessary. 2 

The avowed object of that Letter of Mr. Maitland’s being to clear himself from some sup- 
posed misrepresertations against him, and the Letter not stating by whom those misrepre- 
sentations had been made, I had doubted whether it would be necessary to tfouble the 
Flonaunrable. the Governor in Council with any remarks upon it; but a subsequent Let‘er

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from Mr. Maitland, which has a few days ago been also communicated to me, dated 31st 
aultimo, seems to point dircctly at ine as the author of the supposed columnies complamed 
~of, ‘I have therefore-examined with some attention the very-volut_inous pepers on the sub- 
ject, for the purpose of better-understanding the nature of the complaint, and shall shortly 
state my reasons for considering this Letter-of Nir. Maitiand’s to be not extitled to attention, 
as containing in general a defence against charges that never existed, aad a refutation of 
calumnies that never were uttered. 

The point of the principal supposed calumny against Mr. Maitland, is placed by him in 
‘both his Letters in the alleged alteration of the order of events, and of the priority of the 
several prosecutions mertioned in the Letter of Mr. Maitland. 


I do not very distinctly understand how the order of these events becomes material in 
‘the question, so far as Mr. Maitland is concerned. I have in former Leticrs shewn, and 
shall presently again shew, that be acted upon evidence exclusively and purcly ex-parte, 

~and 1 do not therefore see how the comparative claims to priority ii the prosecutions 
can affect the conduct of one who precluded himself from making any comparison bewwcen 
them by hearing only one side. As between the two parties in the late prosecutions, now 
equally infamous, Paupiah on the oue side and Red¢y Row on the other, the materiality 
of the'claim to priority arose from the evident inference that the second attack was only 
-@ counterplot, hatched for the purpose of defending the party accused in the first; in this 
yiew, as between them, the order of events might be and was important. 









But even as between them for the purpose of raising the above inference, priority js not 
necessarily ascertained by the fact of the first application to a magistrate. A private pro- 
secutor, indeed, has in gencral no other mode ot proving his intention to prosecute, and 
therefore from application to a magistrate as his first overt act, he must date the com- 
imencement of his proceedings; but a prosecution ordered or recommended by any public 
authority, can only be the consequence of other previous proceedings, includiug the infor- 
imation given to the public authority, and the enquiry and determination upon which it pro- 
-ceeds, with all the dilatory forms and course of oftice through which that authority acts; it 
may, therefere, in almost every case be anticipated by the prompt and unshackle mea- 
sures of the individual in commencing a counterprosecution, the true character of which 
cannot, however, be charged or mistaken from the activity of the individual in taking the 
first legal steps, and anticipating the measures cf the public body. I consider, thereiore, the 
reference of Mr. Maitland to the dates of the several applications of the epposite parties 
to the Magistrates, to be a mere evasion of the true criterion of priority of the measures 
taken for the purpose of prosecution, by which both the Commissioners aad. myself had 
vestimated it. 


Upon referring to my Letter to Government, dated the 10th day of September 1808, [ 
find that L have stated the events, so far as I had occasion to mention them, in precisely the 
same order which is now so strongly and warmly insisted upon by Mr. Maitland. I ‘then, 
and always understood and stated, that the intention of the Commissioners to recommend 
prosecutions, was anticipated by the more prompt measures of the individuals accused, by 
applying first to the imegistrates, on a charge against their intended accusers, This pro- 
secution also anticipated another against Paupiah, then actually ordered by Government 
for a forgery, which however I do not recollect to have ever had occasion to mention in any 
Letter addressed by me to Government. The Commissioners did mention it, and treated it 
as the original prosecution, probably dating it from the communication made by the Nabob 
to the honourable the Governor, of the detection of the fraud, and expressly considering 
the subsequent proceedings of Paupiah as mere recrimination. 





I am wholly ignorant of any document upon the records of Government, in which any 
of these events are stated in a different order ; and I consider Mr. Maitland, in this Letter, 
as having in this point defended himself against a misrepresentation merely imaginary. 


There was one part of Mr. Maitland’s conduct which I then brought to the notice of 
Government—his refusal to reccive, when tendered and pressed upon him, the whole evidence 
of Mr. Russell. That gentleman being calicd upon to appear before Mr. Maitland, and 
being examined, offered to produce, as part of his examination, the depositions of Beema 
Row and Aronachella Row, taken before the Commissioners, on the same point then under 
consideration vefere Mr. Maitland, upon the examination of the same men, and.to point 
out the contradictions in their evidence, which had Jed the Commissioners to recommend 

rosecutions against them for perjury. 1 did, and do consider it to have been the duty of 
My. Maitland, to have taken the whole examination of a person summoned before hin, and 
particularly that which tended to show the degree of credit due to the depositions of the 
principal evidences against the parties accused. The impropricty of this coucuct became 
amore striking, when Mr. Maitland atterwards avowed himself to be deeply intercsted in the 
event of the trial in which he has since appeared in the character of a prosccutor. This 
also I brought afterwards to the notice of the Government, as giving a new shade to his 
former conduct. 


I shall not now enter into the discussion suggested by Mr. Maitland, whether these cir- 
«cumstances would or would not have furnished sufficient grounds for an application to the 
Court, for a criminal information against him; but Ll must remark that Mr. Maitland has 
not even now thought it advisable to force the attention of Governiment to this part of his 
-co.duct, nor even to complain of any calumny in the statement of this real charge against 
him.

St is manifest that if Mr.-Maitland had received and weighed the evjdence tendered to 
him by Mr. Russell, he thight possibly have formed the same judgment which the Com- 
missioners had already formed, presuming that he, as a magistrate, acted upon the same 
disinterested and impartial principles with them; and in-that event it might have been ex- 
pected that he would, even without any suggestion from the Commissioners, but mack 
more upon the notification of their intentions, have bound over for trial those whom he 
must in that case have considered as having only incicased and renewed their guilt, by ap- 
Aelia ini him as accusers. By declizing to receive the whole information of Mr. 

ussell, he precluded himself from forming that judgment, which might have led to their 
being committed for trial instead of the opposite parties. The Commissioners,. in their 
Letter of roth August 1808 to Government, immediately after the transaction, stated that 
this was their impression from the whole transaction, and their expectation on tendering to 
Mr. Maitland the evidence which he rejected, and [ treated it m the same light in en ob- 
servation incidentally introduced in a Letter'to Government, dated the 16th January 1809. 
But it never was stated or suggested, or at all insinuated by any one to my knowledge, - 
that the prosecution recommended by the Commissioners had_been in any other shape 
distinct from the proceedings above adverted to, brought before Mr. Maitland, and rejected 
by him, which he complains of as a misrepresentation of his conduct. 


It certainly might have happened that a magistrate might have committed. the parties 
on the one side upon the examinations before him, without forming any opinion as to the . 
merits of the opposite statements, and might bave been therefore equally ready to commit 
the opposite party if called upon so to do upon sufficient evidence before him, if this had 
been the truth, if Mr. Maitland had never had “ it in his power to give any opinion 
whatever upon the case,” (of the persons recommended for prosecution for perjury by the 
Commissioners) © much less to commit them for trial,” as Mr. Maitland in this letter 
distinctly states he night have objected to any even incidental observation which might 
appear to insinuate the contrary ; but upon referring to a letter addressed by Mr. Roe- 
buck, Mr. Abbott and Mr. Parry, to the honourable the Governor in Council, dated the goth 
August 1808, which was afterwards adopted by Mr. Maitland, and transmitted to the Right 
honourable the Govertior General in the Memorial dated sth January 1809, to which he 
was a patty, the very opposite conclusion seems to be drawa from the whole that passed 
before him as a magistrate. His decision between the guilty and the inaocent scems to be 
there consilered to have been so conclusive, that the magistrate who afterwards received the 
examinations against the persons prosecuted by the desire of the Commissioners, and 
committed them, is represented (Paragraph 8.) as haviag deviated from the regular course 
in doing so, and the obscarity in the statement in that letter is fully cleared up in the 
Memorial of Mr. Maitland and his friends, transmitting it to the Right honourable the 
Governor General ‘in Council, dated the 5th January, in which. they distinctly state (Para- 
graph g,) that “ after a full and mature consideration of the matter, the sitting magistrate, 
oe tir. Maitland, judging the charge of perjury which was announced as intended to be 
brought forward against the witnesses Aroonachella Row and Beema Row to be ground- 
less, and that there was ample ground for the accusation against Roya Reddy Row and 
Anunda Row, committed them tor trial.” ‘The observation in my letter 6f 16th January, 
that Mr. Maitland had committed Reddy Row. for trial, instead of committing those 
recommended for prosecution for perjury against him by the Commissioners, is aimost an 
echo, although a feeble echo, of this passage in his own Memorial, for the purpose of ob- 
eving upoa which that ictter was expressly written.; yet this is now complained of as a 
ca umby.

The correctness in statement -and-consistency of Mr. Maitland, are strongly illustrated in 
the passage which { haye now cited from that Memorial to the Right honourable the Governor 
General in Council; the fact stated above, and in many former letters both from me and 
from the Commissioners also, that Mr. Maitland refused to receive the examination of Mr. 
Russell, or any evidence tending to prove the perjury of the witnesses produced by Paupiah, 
must be found on record in the Justice’s office, for the tender of the evidence was in writing 
and delivered to him as a magistrate in his office, under the signature of Mr. Russell; yet 
Mr. Maitland in the above Memorial, does not hesitate to say, that “after full and mature 
consideration of the matter ;” (this very matter of which it will be found on record, that be 
had refused to receive airy evidence, and the same matter of the which in bis present letter 
of goth June, he says, “he had never had it in kis power .to give any opinicn at all) he 
é judged the charge of perjury to be groundless, &e.” 











‘Thesolemn assurance given by Mr. Maidaad, that he never had any association nor connection 
with Paupiah, that he never spoke with him, and had seareeiy ever scen him beivre the lite 
trials, is pot. inconsistent sith the fact that Mv. Maitland and his partncr Mr. Abbot were 
avowedly and openly co-operating with Paupiah, through common friends and agents, for 
their common interests in the late prosecutions, in the first of which Paupiah was the no- 
minal prosecutor; but Mr, Maitland, Mr, Abbott and Mr. Parry, in their Memorial of 5th 
January 180g, claim repayment of the expenses as incurred by them; no other connection 
was ever, to my knowledge, stated to have existed between them. 





These ave the principal or all the calumnies ef. which Mr. Maitland complains, and upon 
examination, [ trust that [ bave shewn that the complaints are all wholly groundless ; that in 
all. but one, no such statements have ever bcen made to Gevernment against him us those af 


whiek 
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which he complains, and from which he so anxiously defends himself ; and that the only one 


expression complained of, which really has been used, is almost copied from his own 
Memorial. . 


The occasion of writing the letter is stated tobe the discoveries made by late communications 
from England, of these calumnies having been addressed to Government; but upon reference 
to the numerous former Letters of Mr. Maitland, and those with whom he acted, it will be 
found, that they were at the time of the several papers being addressed to Government, 
either by me or by the Commissioners, or very soon afterwards, perfectly informed of their 
contents; that they avowedly noticed their purport, and complained and argued against them, 
and particularly against most of these very calumnies which this Letter brings again to the 
notice of Government. The Letter of 10th September 1808, in which I stated the dates and 
order of events as to the prosecutions, did contain one mistatement with regard to Mr. 
Parry ; I corrected the mistake a few days afterwards in a letter addressed to Government 


- for that purpose, but it was also very severely animadverted upon in a Letter to this Govern-~ 


ment of 26th September 1808, which was an enclosure in the Memorial of Mr. Maitland. 
and his friends of sth January 1808. The suggestion of the late discovery of these 
calumnies, seems therefore to be a mere pretext for renewing, under more favourable cir- 
cumstances, discussion upon subjects long at rest, put, at the same time, carefully avoiding 
the point of his conduct which had been really questioned. 





I observe also, that Mr. Maitland has here offered an explanation of his motives for acting 
atall in the commitment of these parties. He says, he wished for obvious reasons to avoid it, 
but could not shrink from his duty : that the reasons for his not acting were obvious, I per- 
fectly agree, but it is not equally obvious to me why these reasons did not prevail. The 
examination took place in July; the next Sessions were to be in October; the two other 
Justices then sitting in weekly rotation must have both repeatedly had op’ ortunities of 
ielieving him from this painful task im August and September, if indeed they had both 
refused to commit the parties, as one of them originally had done: there wight have been 
some reasons from necessity for Mr. Maitland’s dog so, as it would then have been ascer- 
tained that no other magistrate would; but until that had been ascertained, or unless it was 
clearly anticipated, I do not see the particular call of duty upon Mr, Maitland to do that 
which there were so obvious reasons for his wishing to avoid, 


After the lapse of a year and a half, Mr. Maitland has brought forward only one new 
fact, the death of Reddy Row; which, from the manner in which it is introduced, appears 
to me to be evidently the real occasion of this address to Government ; but as it is also the 
subject of another Letter from Mr. ‘Abbott and Mr. Maitland, 1 reserve my observations upon 
that event, for the purpose of noticing both Letters together as to this point,

Company, should be deterred from cngaging in intrigues calculated to disturb the Govern- 
ment, or affect the interests of the Princes or States in alliance with the honourable Com- 
pany, we deem it incumbent upon us to mark our displeasure at Mr. Abbott’s conduct on the 
present occasion, and to recommend to your honourable Court, that he be no longer permitted 
to remain in India.

‘The President enters the. following Minute: 


President's MINUTE, 8th July 1788. 
Tur President having, in his Remarks upon the Letter addressed to the Governor General 


in Council, from the Cowmittee of Nabeb's creditors, expressed his opinion of the ill- 
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founded accusation brozight forward by the Committce, against the justice of this Govern- 
ment, does not think itpecessary at present to enter into. any further discussion on the 
spirit and tendeney of their conduct, and is sorry at the samc time to observe, that the pro- 
ceedings of four of these gentlemen, since tle period of their first address to the Bengal 
Government, has hot afforded him,an opportunity of saying any thing more fayourable in 
their behalf. : : 
. ‘The President is. aware it may be urged, that as Messrs. Taylor, Benficld, Mowbray and 
Roebuck, have lately made an apology to him, for the offence they had given to Govern- 
ment, these gentlemen should now be considered as entitled to the same exemption from 
punishments as Mr. Porcher. {Tt must, however, be remembered, that the time and manner 
~ in which Mr. Porcher resigned his place in the Committee, and his letter of apology, carry 
conviction, as complete as the nature of the case admits, that he was sincere in his expres~ 
sions of concern for having offended his superiors, and that he had embraced the earliest 
‘opportunity of making reparation, by the only means in his power, for the offence he had. 
committed. Mr. Porcher’s letter was dated the roth of May, and-was reccived before the 
address of the Committee of Creditors was dispatched to Bengal. 








Tt is only necessary to read the letters from. Messrs. Taylor and Benfield, of the same 
date, to the Secretary Mr. Chamier, with the letters enclosed, which L desire may be re- 
corded with this Minute, to form a decided opinion of the different sentiments which 
actuaied these gentlemen at that peried, Instead of concern for the indignity they had 
offered -ty Govermncnt, they artempted to intimidate the President by the resignation of 
their trusts,'to alarm bun with responsibility to. their constituents, and endeavouring, by the 
qeans of a shallow and insidious artifice, to make it appear that the enmity of the Presi- 
dent to them, for discharging their trust with fidelity, had “ rendered the efforts of the 
« Committee inadequate to the objects of its appointment,” and had compclied them to 
relinquish the management of the concerns of the Nabob’s creditors. 








The subsequent conduct of Messrs. Taylor, Benfield, Roebuck and Moubray, during 
the interval of their appeal to Lengal, and the receipt of intclligence respecting the decision 
of the Supreme Council, was so iar from being conciliatory, respectiul, or even decent, to 
the Government under which they served, and whose protection they enjoyed, that they 
persisted in the most avowed cpposition to. the Company, tending to stir up and inflame 
the minds of the Nabob’s creditors by exaggerated reports, suggesting that their rights and 
properties were actually invaded by Gore sment; nor did they desist from these factious 
proceedings until they found that their conduet was condemned by the most moderate and 
Tespectable part of the body of creditors, who refused to attend the mectings summoned 
by Mr. Roebuck, and. were ready to have come forward with a public disavowal of the 
‘intemperate conduct of those members of the Committee. 1t was by no means a sense of 

* their error that made those members of the Committce abandon that mode of procceding, 

“pat the marked disapprobation and contempt which fell upon theit meetings from the 
small number that attended them, and their inability, even with that number, of getting a 
majority to concur in their favourite proposition. 








. As to the letter of apology which Messrs. Taylor, Benfield, Mowbray and Roebuck after- 
wards addressed to the President, it is in every respect undeserving the attention of 
Jovernment. This letter was not written till after the reports were current in the Settle- 
ment, that the superior Government were actually to pass a censure upon their conduct ; 
the apology therctore cannot be jooked upon in any other light than as a subterfuge to 
screen them from the displeasure of Government, atter they found they conjd no longer 
with impunity insult it. Their letter of apology was dated: the Oth of June,’ after aa 
interval of forty days from the date of their frst letter of insult. 


There is one circumstance more which the President will only mention at. present, re- 
serving to another opportunity to give his sentiments, if necessary, more at length apon so 
flagrant an attempt at peblic deception. : é 


About the beginning of June, an application was privatcly made to the President, from the 
Committee.of Nabob’s Creditors, requesting that their Appeals to Bengal, and all the pre- 
vious as well- as subsequent pteceedings on that subject, might be withdrawn from the 
Récords. ‘The President, feeling the absurdity and impossibility of complying with this 

* extraordinary request, did not hesitate to -declare this opinion to the Committee of 
Creditors. . , si 

The application was however repeated, and two gentlemen were employed by them to con- 
vey their earnest solicitations? that every misunderstanding between this Government and 
the Nabob’s Creditors, might be obliterated from the Records. At this very time, it came 
to the President’s knowledge, that Mr. Benfield, who was particularly solicitous for the 
‘suecess of this negociation, had privately transmitted to Europe, copies of their-accusations 
to Bengal against this Government; and upon his being taxed with this act of dissimulation 
by the gentlemen whom he had employed to speak to the Governor, Mr. Benfield acknow- 
ledged that he had forw arded these papers to Europe by the way of Pondicherry. It is 
mnnecessary to comment upon a’condact so dark and disengenuous; but this trait is a suffi- 
cient proot of the dangerous hypocrisy of the leading member of the Committee. | 

After a full consideration of all these circumstances, the President is of opinion, that ix is’ 
indispensavly necessary- for this Board to mark by a striking exaimple of rigour, the respect 
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which is due to Government from every servant of the establishment, :ct their stations, views, 
or gelative situations be what they may; and to convince them that no attempts of disre- 
spect, disobedience or contempt of the lawful authority of the Government, will be passed 
over with impunity. That while they retain the hononrable Company’s_ service, no other 
situation, no claim of other duties, no arrogation of independent rights or fancied exemp- 
tions from the tics of. subordination to those who are placed over them by the legislature and 
the constitution of this service, shall operate with governments to tolerate offences, which 
tend to overset the principles of good order and regularity, and to strike at the very root 
of the honourable Company’s authority in India. For these indispensable purposes, brought 
with additional force to the conviction of this Board, by the scntiments of severe dis- 
pleasure expressed by the Right honourable the Governor General in Council against the 
Committee of Nabobs Creditors, and from the earnest recommendation of the Supreme 
Council to remove them immediately from their employments, and to punish them further, 
if this Board should think proper; the President considers it his duty to move, That Messrs.” 
James Taylor and George Mowbray be immediately removed from the appointinents they 
hold in the honourable Company’s service. And as Mr. Benjamin Roebuck has been par- 
ticularly active and violent in the whole of this business, the President moves, that he be 
sent immediately to Ganjam, as an assistant under that chiefship: But as Mr. Paul Benfield, 
by holding no office in the service, is hereby exempted from the punishment inflicted on 
the other Members of the Committee, for an offence chiefly instigated by his disingenuous 
and persevering exertions, and of which he is consequently guilty in a more extensive 
degree than any of his associates; the President moves, that Mr. Benfield be suspended the 
honourable Company’s service: And as the honourable Court of Directors, in the Orders 
which they transmitted to this Presidency, under date the gth of December 1784, seem to 
have had in contemplation the danger or inexpediency of permitting a person of Mr. 
Benfield’s intriguing disposition to remain in the country, in case his subsequent conduct 
should make it necessary to suspend him the service; the President further moves, that 
Mr. Paul Benfield be sent to England, agreeable to the tenor and spirit of the 2ist paragraph 


of the fore-mentioned Orders,

Copy of a LETTER from Mrs. Catherine Roebuck to the Court of Directors of 
the East India Company, dated the 16th January 1812. : 


To the Honourable the Court of Directors of the East India Company. 


Gentlemen, : 

A yrar’has nearly elapsed since I presumed to lay before your honourable Court, a 
melancholy statement of tacts, which have plunged me into the deepest affliction. I im- 
plored you to do justice to the memory of an old and faithful servant of the East India 
Company, my late much injured husband, who fell a victim to the harsh treatment inflicted _ 
on him by the Madras Government. iam aware, Gentlemen, that subjects of great public 
importance may have occupied your time ; but i indulge the hope, that the cause of truth 
and justice, although in the case of an individual, will not be wholly overlooked, because 
that individual is no more, and has left a broken-hearted widow to plead for his memory, 
1 entreat, Gentlemen, that you will not attempt to deceive yourselves; you cannot in your 
breasts silence the voice of truth and humanity; you cannot withhold your belief that my 
lamented husband was sacrificed ; that he lost his life, and fell a victim to the measures of 
an arbitrary government ; for indeed this has been confirmed by the intelligence you have 
received from Madras on the subject of the Nabob’s bonds, and by the consequent trials in 
the Supreme Court. Pardon me, Gentlemen, for calling your attention to the fate of the 
three men, in whose defence your Government so much interested themselves, the prose- 
cution of whom brought ruin and death on my husband, and has entailed misery on myself. 
‘Jn discoveries of farther frauds, Reddy Row committed suicide ; Anunda Row received His 
Majesty’s pardon ; but on the same day a bill was found against him by the grand jury, for 


similar’ offences ; he wes convicted, and sentenced to stand twice on the pillory, to be two 
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years in confinement; to pay a fine, and find two securities for his future good behaviour; the 
‘Advocate General was, as usual, his counsel; Batley also received His Majesty’s pardon, 
and was a second time committed for trial, at the Quarter Sessions, for perjury and con- 
spiracy. These facts, Gentlemen, are strong evidence in support cf my accusations against 
the Madras Government. Allow me the treedom to call another circumstance to your 
notice, which proves, bevond doubt, that misreprescntations have becn made to your 
honourable Court. 1 was shocked to find, among many inaccuracies in Mr. Grant’s speech 
in the House of Commons last year, that Mr. Roebuck’s death might be ascribed “ to 
“ extreme old age, and habitual ill health.” Gentlemen, Mr. Roebuck was only in his 
fifty-seventh year, and has al! his life enjoyed uninterrupted good health —Cnjustly. de- 
prived of the high offices which he had beld so many years, with honour to himself and of 
advantage to the Company, banished from the socicty of those friends with whom he had 
passed the greater part of his life; injured in reputation, degraded ia the eyes of the world, 
yuined in fortune, afflicted in mind and broken-hearted :—to these, and no other causes can” 
the disease which so rapidly took him to his grave, be justly ascribed ; and this was the 
opinion of the medical men who attended him at that unhappy crisis. Mr. Roebuck was 
personally known to many of your honourable Court ; any of those Gentlemen could have 
yemoved the error in Mr. Grant’s mind, had he asked for-information, or doubted that oa 
which he acted. Once more, Gentlemen, I ‘beseech you not to dismiss this subject from 
your minds without granting my prayer. L implore -you, in the name of ail that is sacred, 
to do justice to the memory of my lamented husband,—that justice, which is to remove 
from his fair fame the obloquy so: cruclly placed on it by the Madras Government, my * 
sorrows may then know some anielioration, and most thankfully shall I acknowledge the 


good.

To the Honourable the Court of Directors of the East India Company. 


Gentlemen, 

- We beg leave to record our Dissent from the Resolution of the Court of the 8th in..ang, 
granting a pension of 200/. to Mrs. Roebuck, widow of the late Mr. B. Roebuck, of the 
Fort St. George Civil Establishment. We have no wish to resist any just claim on the 
liberality of the Court, or to touch upon points which may affect the feelings of that lady ; 
but considering the present measure as bearing upon some other questions of public im- 
portance, we think it our duty to state our objections to it; which are these: 


ist. This grant of 2002. per annum is recorded to produce an addition of 662. per 
annum to the present income of Mrs. Roebuck; that income, besides the possession of the 
capital of 5,c00/. Carnatic stock, we understand to amount to 3oo/. per annum: of this 


sum she is in the receipt of 1342. from the Madras Civil Fund; and by the laws of this’ 


und, the allowance from it ceases upon her acquiring an equal sum from any other 
quarter. Upon the receipt therefore of the 200/. now granted her by the Company, she 
loses the 134¢, from the Civil Fund, the relief of which is of no consequent benefit’ to. 
the Company ; so that to improve the annual income of Mrs. Roebuck in the sum of 662, 
ihe Company are subjected to the annual payment of 200/ And this is serving an 
individual, at a rate of expense to the Company of which we know no example in the case 
of the most meritorious servant of the most distressed widow of such servant. 


2d. It is impossible for us to viéw this proceeding as unconnected with the part Mr. 
Roebuck is known to have acted, in opposition to the late Government of Madras, or with 


the temper of other measures adopted, most unhappily, as we think, against that Govern- . 


ment. Mrs.-Roebuek came forward to the Court, not asking for any pecuniary allowance, 
but with a vehement accusation, in terms the most inflammatory, against the conduct 
of the Madras Government towards her husband, demanding, in a high vindictive tone, 
the justice which, upon her own cxaggerated statements, shc alleged to be duc to the 
memory ofher husband. This letter, dated the 28th January 1812, was soon after moved 
for.in the House .of Commonis, doubtless in order to be employed against Sir, G. Barlow ; 
and another Letter, addressed by Mrs. Roebuck to the Court a year alicrwards, in a. stiil 
sa mger strain of invective and resentment, was well suited to auswer the same purpose, 
to which beth Letters may be still applied, in the attack reported to be imtended upon 
the measures of that gentleman. 
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The Resolution, indeed, moved by the Court in favour of Mrs. Roebuck, on the igth 
January last, professes not fo enter into the inerits of these Letters ; but that very Resolution 
sets out with stating, that the Court bave had the Letters under their consideration, and 
although the Resolution now substituted does not mention the Letter, yet it is obvious that 
this proceeding originated from them; that the consideration of them was in the minds 
of the gentlemen who first brought the business forward, and cannot indeed be separated 
from the conclusion which has been adopted, a conclusion that, without proof, argument 
or avowal in favour of the case stated by Mrs. Roebuck, gives a species of sanction to it. 


3. Though we wish to treat with tenderness even the misapprehensions of a widew suf- 
fering under the loss of a husband, yet, in a case which involves the character and conduct 
of men in high public situations, it Is impossible we can, under the creditable information 
we have received, seem by silence to acquiesce in the account Mrs. Roebuck has given 
of the causes or effects of her husband’s removal from Vort St. George to Vizagapatam. 
She states “that the prosecution of the three men in whose defence the Madras Govern- 
© ment so much interested itself, brought death and ruin on her husband ;” that “he was 
“ sacrificed, lost his life, and fell a victim to the measures of an arbitrary government ;” 
that subsequent events, (meaning, probably, the judicial trials, and the fate of Reddy Row) 

_ must’ have proved how totally groundless were the charges against Mr. Roebuck; that 
« all his life he enjoyed uninterrupted good health, until, at an age when personal incon- 
“ yeniences and deprivations bear hard on a man, he was on a sudden driven from his 
« home, his comforts, &c.” And to this removal to Vizagapatam, which slie calls an un- 
healthy place, where the best house that could be procured, was very different to what he 
had been accustomed to, she appears to ascribe also the ruin of his fortune. : 


In the first place, we see no reason to admit, that the removal of Mr. Roebuck from 
Madras to Vizagapatam, produced either his ruin or his death. Passionate surmises 
or unproved assertions cannot be taken as authority in this case; that the change might 
have affected his spirits, we readily grant; but in allowing this, we ought perhaps in fairness 
to add, that it has heen said, his provision of stores of various kinds for his new residence, was 
so ample as to indicate no apprehension of the speedy cessation either of life or of ability 
to enjoy them. Certainly the place of his removal has been esteemed one of the most 
salubrious in the peninsula, containing commodious houses in which gentlemen of respec- 
tability in the service have sinnye lodged. But we are credibly informed, that Mr. Roebuck’s 
state of health had some time before been such as to oblige him to undergo a dangerous 
surgical operation ; tnat he subsequently repaired to Mysore for change of air, and that, 
his constitution had a tendency to dropsy- : 


“Under these circumstances, it was not surprising that, after a residence of 34 years 
beneath the climate of India, in the 57th year of his age, he should have paid the debt of 
nature. 


In respect also to the alleged ruin of his fortune by the change, it does not appear that, 
though enjoying for many years a handsome income from the service, he was, either when 
the disputes with the Carnatic Commissioners began, or afterwards during his stay at 
Madras, possessed of any fortune; and if he had, how could his removal from one place to 
another Taye possibly ruined itt But having no fortune to lose, the pecuniary effect 
of his removal was only to reduce him (for a short time, as it happened) trom a larger income 
to asmaller one. Had the removal, however, of Mr. Roebuck, been instrumental in pro- 
ducing that disorder which occasioned his death, the conduct of the Madras Government 
ought not to be judged of by a consequence which no one has gone so far as to say it 
jntended, and which, indeed, no on pretended to foresee. The conduct of the Government 
should be judged of by the reasons and motives on which it exercised a power unquestionably 
vested in it, and necessary, in times of {actious opposition, for its own protection. An 
ancient order of the Company, indeed, dictated by jealousy. of a new power just then 
established. by Parliament, required that no servant should be a ae ot oftice without 
knowing the charge agatnst him, and being allowed time to make his defence: but, besides 
that, this could never be applicable to every removal from a better to a worse situation ; it 
certainly contemplated only a state of subordination and tranquillity, not a crisis of 
turbulence in which the observance of such a process might prove ruinous to legitimate 
authority. 


Mrs. Roebuck ascribes the proceeding of the Madras Government towards her husband, 

“ to the prosecution of the three men in whose defence that Government so much interested 
« itself.” But the facts stated in the Public Records, some of which will be mentioned in 
the sequel, will Icad us to other causes ; they. will show that Mr. Roebuck began his oppo- 
sition to the measures of the Camatic Commissioners, before the prosecutions in the Su- 
preme Court; that the continued opposition experienced by those Commisstoners, and the 
further interruptions and hindrances, even to prosecution, with which they were threatened 
after the trials had terminated, induced them, in the month of February 1809, to make a 
formal representation to the Government of Madras, wherein they in conclusion state, 
that unless measures are adopted’ by Government to relieve us from the embarrassment 
to which we have been reduced by the persons who have avowed themselves the pro- 
« ‘secutors on the late trials, it will be utterly impracticable for us to proceed with any 
« immediate effect, or with any prospect of ultimate success, in the discharge of the duties 
which have been confided to us. We are prepared to make every exertion that may be 

“ in our power, and to do every thing we can towards the promotion of the public aoter 

. S “but 
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*® but we feel that our*exertions alone can be of no avail; and that without the aid of 
“ Government in this emergency, all our endeavours to discharge the fictions of our 
“ othice must be ‘rendered nugatory and abortive.” The Minute of the Government ‘Upon 
this appucation, contains the following passages: “ The Governor in Council is compelled, 
“at the same time, ‘to state, that the grounds of the present representation are to all ap- 
“ pearance closely connected with a very factious spirit, which has been lately, fiom cause} 
© not difficult to be traced, evinced in this Settlement. 


« ‘With yegard to the representation of ‘the Commissioners, the Governer in Coancil 
considers the course proper to be adopted by this Government to be clear, as it is evident 
that the enquiry with which they are entrusted, cannot be brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion, if it does not obtain the decided support of public authority; and the orders of 
me the honourable-Court of Directors cannot leave any doubt of their intention on this 
point, 


“« The-gentlemen particularly brought to the notice of Government by the Commissioners, 
“ are, Mr. Roebuck, Mr. Parry, Mr. Abbott, and Mr. Maitland. In “respect to Mr. Roc- 
buck, the Governor in Council observes with concern, that a public ‘oflicer, holding the 
situations he fills under this Government, should be active in the intrigues of faction 
When the question of the Carnatic Claims was under consideration at the remote period 
of the year 1788, it stands recorded that Mr. Roebuck was _ particularly active atid yiolent, 
and at that time the conduct of this Government wasmarked with high public displeasure. 
“ Tt might have been expected that Mr. Roebuck would have been more cirewmspect in his 
© subsequent conduct, but the nature of that gentleman’s concern in those discussions, which 
“ have embarrassed the course of the enquiry of the Commissionets, his eagerness on all 
“ occasions to promote every factious proceeding, are too notorious to. be longer over- 
“looked, and it is essential that Mr. Roebuck should not be péimitted to continue longer 
‘ jn this Settlement. Resolved, accordingly, That Mr. Roebuck be dirceted to proceed, 
“ with the least possible delay, to Vizagapatam, end to take charge of that factory.” :

Tt appears from these Records, that the- object of the Government in removing Mr. 
Roebuck was prospective;—was defensive ; it was to prevent the continuance of those factious 
proceedings by- which he was considered to be distinguished, both in opposition to the 
Carnatic Comniissioners and te Government; which therefore, in acting -thus, acted for the 
support of its own authority. 


_ Mrs. Roebuck seenis t6 think, that the issue of the judicial trials at Madras, and the fate 
-of Reddy, Row,. who is understood to have destroyed himself, have sufficiently. disproved 
the charges against Mr. Roebuck; bat this, supposing nothing exceptionable in the cha~ 
hagas those trials, would by no means follow, even in respect to all the points-connected 
with them. . me 


It is not indeed surprising, that a person of the race and cast of Reddy Row, should 
have falsified the opinion at first entertained of him. He had however for maay years 
served the Nabobs. of Arcot with eredit, in an office that made him -peculiarly well 
acquainied with their bond transactions, and apparently the fittest, person to investigate 
claims founded on that score; he was moreover-rvecommended to the Carnatic Commissioners 
by the reigning Nabob, by whom he was still trusted and employed. Where could those’ 
gentlemen, themselves strangers in Madras, and anxious to discharge their trust honourably, 
better hope for intelligent and able assistance? But, not relying on aii these favourable ci 
cumstances, they begah the execution of their officé by scrutimizing a bond on which he 
himseli claimed to be a creditor of the late Nabob’s, which, froin his connection with the’ 
Durbar for thirty years, it was no way unlikely he should be. After a long and cafeful' 
investigation, and the hearing of evidence adduced to show that the bond wasa forgery, they 
-were satisfied it was genuine: and we must contess that, nowithstanding our respect for the 
ttial by jury, the verdict afterwards given against it (under various derogatory circume. 
‘stances, upon the evidence of natives, the principal of whom were brought forward. by 
Paupiah,) in cntire. opposition to the summing and sense of the judge, by a jury which, iu 
_ atime of violent party-spirit, re-assembled every day for the greeter part of a month,on this 
question, less shook our belief of its genuineness than the deep discredit redected, in. the, 
sequel, on every thing that concerned Reddy Row,) who, however, might have possessed 
true borids, though he should have forged others,) by the detection which the Commis- 
sioners themselves made of his. corruption, and by his consequent suicile. A connected 
view of the events which occurred at Madras, (as they aré developed in the printed papers,) 
after the arrangement of 1805: between the Company and the Carnatic Creditots,-‘was 
known at that Seulement, will show, first, that the fabrication of forged bonds was carried 
to such. an astonishing length as to.ratse the cktims, which had before stood at about four, 
millions sterling; to aboat thirty millions; and-secondly, that it then became an cbject of 
high importance and cager contest among thie natives, to obtain, by official situation, a share’ 
in the business of examining and reporting on those claims. it was to this kind of ‘confi- 
dence that Reddy Row, who was: still in the office he Uad long filled, and recommended! 
by other very tavourable cireumstanees, was preferred bythe Carnatic Coinmissioners: 
Faupiah Brainy, well: known for his intrigues, and’ the infaimy of his character, a large 
claimant for Carnatic debt before the arrangemecut of 1805, aiid*a still larger afterwarus, 
bad endeavoured, previous to the’arrival of tne Comunis‘ioners at Madras, by the ‘offer of at 
considerable douceur, to-get an’ instrament: of: lis, foriverly discarded from’ the’ Nxbob’s* 
Bond. Office for dishonesty, restored to his situation there, evidently with a view to the 
274. Cc examinations 
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examinations which must take place. Te failed: and Reddy Row being invesied with # 
power so important to him, it is natural to believe that, between men of their character, 
knowing each other, as they must have donc, hostile feelings should exist. It is also 
natural to believe what has been asserted, though it may not have been made out in legal 
proof, that Paupiah, feariag the power to which Reddy Row was advanced, sought an 
amicable compromise with him, for Paupiah, before this, appears to have been the sccret 
spring of offers of information made to Government, even in Mr. Petrie’s time, respecting 
the forgery of Nabob’s bonds; and a leading object with him seems to have been, the 
crimination of Reddy Row. A Committce, afterwards formed to investigate such informa- 
tions, received evidence of the forging of a bond of 46,000 pagodas, by Paupiah, and r 
commended a prosecution of him by the Company. He forestalled this intention by be~ 
coming himself the prosecutor of Reddy Row in the manner formerly related *; and dying 
soon atter, he escaped legal investigation himself, and did not witness the downfall of 
Reddy: Row, which be so much sought. When it is considered that, after the death of the -- 
Nabobs. Wallajah and Omdut ul Omrah, Paupiah had advanced claims on them ex- 
ceeding 600,000/. sterling; that, after the arrangement of 1805, providing a fund for satis- 
fying the Carnatic Debts, his claims were so multiplicd as to exceed 1,400,000/. sterling ; 
and that of ten adjudications already made of his claims for three of those, amounting to 
141,401. and founded on genuine bonds, the Carnatic Commissioners in England’ have 
awarded’ only 6,416/. or about 1-22d part; and the other seven claims, amounting to 
216,475¢. they have adjudged to be forgeries :—When these things are considered, no 
stretch of charity can believe, that in seeking to placea dependant of his own in the Nabob's 
Bond Office, and to destroy the confidence placed in Reddy Row, he was actuated purely 
by a love of justice, and of upright impartial investigation for the protection of the reat 
creditors. 

With this man we do not wish to connect Mr. Roebuck, or the other gentlemen, Messrs, 
Abbott, Maitland and Parry, who acted with him in opposition to the official proceedings 
at Madras respecting the Carnatic Debts, farther than they have connected themselves by 
public acts. After Government had determined on prosecuting Paupiah for forgery, they 
united with a few others, of whom Paupiah by his English attorney was one, in forming a 
meeting professed to be of some of the creditors well known to have had money transactions 
at the Durbar; and in appointing Messrs. Roebuck, Parry and Abbott, a Committee to 
watch over their interests, and those of the creditors in general, that is, of the real or boxd 
Jide creditors, and to take such steps as they might deem advisable. 





They united with him in the prosecutions against Reddy Row and others; and Mr. Parry, 
who is allowed to have had formerly large mercantile and pecuniary transactions with him, 
was his bail in the action commenced against him for forgery. 


Certainly these gentlemen had no right to assume of theit own authority the character 
of representatives of the whole body of Carnatic creditors, and in this character to interfere 
with the proceedings of the Carnatic Commissioners and of Government, as they continued 
to do after divested of that character. Both these Departments had reason to think that 
their authority was invaded, as well by those acts as by the manner in which they were 
polemens and it is to be always recollected, that they, the Government and Commissioners, ' 
sad no private interest, and could have no motive but the discharge of public duty, whence 
it was natural enough in them to think amiss of those who interrupted them in the pro- 
secution of that object. 


‘And we are at a loss to understand how Mr. Roebuck, and those who acied with him, 
could know, except.in their own case, who were real creditors and only such. From the 
instance already given of Paupiah, it is plain that a man who had had money transactions 
at the Durbar, might also bring forward spurious claims. 


Of all the claims now standing in the register of Nabobs debts in the name of Mr. 
Roebuck, amounting to 460,coo4 (a sum on which, if recovered, the commission of an 
Attorney would be considerable) not one appears to be an original debt to himself; 
he claims, except in one instance, as Administrator, in all as Assignee; and it must scem that 
in gencral he could have no certainty of the validity of such claims; as some evidence of 
which, it may be ubserved, that the only one of his claims which has yet been adjudicated 
in England, being for 29,8352. has been rejected on the ground that no valuable considera- 
tion had been given for it. 


In like manner all Mr. Abbott’s claims, which by the register published in 1810 (Report 
No. 5. of the English Carnatic Commissioners) amounting to above 1,100,000/. are, except 
two, (for one cf which, amounting to 10,491/. there has been awarded the sum of 5,615.) 
made in the character of Assignee or of Attorney. So Messrs. Abbott and Maitland have 
four claims as Assignees, for 82,577¢. of which one only appears to be an original debt to 
one of the parties, namely to Mr. Maitland, who assigned it to the partnership. It stands 
at 43,679/. and the sum awarded for it appears to be 13,019/. These are the only awards 
yet known of the claims of Messrs. Abbott and Maitland. The total of the claims in the 
names of Paupiah, Messrs. Abbott and Co. and Mr. Roebuck, amount to 3,000,000/. sterling; 
and yet for how small a part of those claims could they venture to answer as real debts. 
Being creditors of this description for the vast majority of their claims, it does not therefore 
appear how they could properly present themseives to Government and the Public as an 
association formed for the express protection of the bond fide creditors, which title seeméd 

to 
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to imply real ercdilors, in contra-distinction to all others. The assumption of such a cha- 
racter was undoubtedly affrontive td the Carnatic Commissioners, conveyed a censure on 
them, and was the beginning of a series of acts, which they first, and the Government 
afterwards, could not but justly view as hostile, both the Government and the Com- 
missioners having the consciousness, which never has been denied them, of intending 
to yerform their duty: and though we readily admit that the Gentlemen, if they were con- 
vinced the Commissioncrs were acting upon false information, might and ought to have 
told them so; yet we think this should have been done by pacific personal information, 
in which way men having only the same object of justice could amicably unite, rather than 
by public association and criminating procecdings. Mr. Roebuck was certainly least of all 
entitled to place himself in this state of opposition, beeanse le was no claimant for any 
debt to himself, or for any, of the validity of which he could be sare, and he was a 
covenanted servant of the Company, iadeed the,only servant of theirs who stood in so par- 
-ticular a predicament. : 















4. We could wish to terminate here, obseryations which have been thus extended from a 
sense of duty, not from inclination; but as the Grant to Mrs. Roebuck is placed much oa 
the ground of the able and faithful services of Mr. Roebuck, we inast be allowed to advert 
to some things which the Records cuntain, relative to. this subject. And here, besides the 
censure and suspension from office, already noticed to have been inflicted on Mr. Roebuck 
in the year 1788, for opposition and disrespect to Government on the same subject of the 
Carnatic Debts, we find that for a series of years, from.1793 to 1800, in which Mr. Roebuck 
held the office of Military Paymaster General, the first place of consequence to which be 
was appointed, he was annually censured, and sometimes severely, for dilatoriness and irre~ 
gularity in furnishing the important accounts of his office, which retarded the general 
accounts of the Presidency. . These censures appear in the Madras Consultations and Let- 
ters of the years that have been mentioned, and they were confirmed by the Court of 
Directors ; They therefore clearly shew the sense of the authorities under whom Mr. Roe- 
buck acted through those years ; though at the later period of 1800, the Madras Government 
of that time were pleased to note, that the blame of delays for a scries of years, in the busi~ 
ness of an office of which he was the head, was not personally imputed to him. In 1807, 
Mr. Roebuck was appointed Mint Master, iu addition to the office of Military Paymaster. 
We understand the Bengal machinery and practice was introduced into the Mint in his 
time; and that he acquired credit by the management of the business of it: but the follow- 
ing particulars also occur in the Records, eg ate his conduct in that department :—In 
the year 1808, when Mr. Roebuck was Mint Master, he was called upon to furnish certain 
accounts of his departinent, which he delaying to do, he incurred the censure of Govern- 
ment, and was closely pressed for the payment of the balance due from the Mint to the 
general Treasury, which, it appears from the, correspondence which took place, amounted, on 
the 7th May 1808, to 1,97,212 pagodas, or near 80,000 2. sterling. 

The explanations given by Mr. Roebuck, in answer to the observations of Government 
on this head, were not satistactory; a balance of 1,09,020 pagodas still remaining due 
from the Mint to the Treasury on the 10th of June: The Letter from the Secretary to Mr. 
Roebuck, remarks, that it was obvious his (Mr. Roebuck’s,) Letter exhibited no adequate 
cause for this extreme procrastination,
